THE ROUT OF THE LIBERALS 
EVEN THE AGRICULTURAL VOTE 

AGAINST’ GLADSTONE. 

THE TORIES AND UNIONISTS STEADILY 
GAIN—MR. SEXTON’S VICTORY—THE 
OPPOSITION COUNTING ON 870 SEATS. 

Loxpon, July 7.—The latest totals of 

members elected are: Conservatives, 240; 


—- 7; Gladstonians, 119; Parnellites, 
5. 

E. 8. W. de Cobain (Conservative) has been re- 
elected to Parliament from the East Division of 
Belfast, by a vote of 5,068 against 1,239 ob- 
tained by his Parnellite opponent, Mr. McCal- 
mont. The district at the last election was con- 
tested by two Conservatives and one Liberal, 
and Mr. de Cobain then received 3,033 votes, Sir 
J.P. Corry (Conservative) getting 2,927, and R. 
W. Murray (Liberal) polling 870. The total vote 
polled this time was 523 less than at the last 
election, and Mr. de Cobain polled 892 less than 
last year’s total Tory vote, while Mr. McCalmont 
increased the Liberal vote 369. William Johns- 
ton (Conservative) is re-elected for the Southern 
Division of Belfast by a vote of 4,542 against 
657 obtained by Mr. McErlean, his Parnellite op- 
ponent. Mr. Johnston increased the Tory vote in 
his district 161, while the Liberal vote fell away 
233. 

Mr. Thomas Sexton, (Parnellite,) who sat in 
the last House for South Sligo, went up into Bel- 
fast again this campaign to contest the West 
Division against J. H. Haslet, (Conservative,) 
who defeated Mr. Sexton in the same district 
last election by a vote of 3,780 against 3,743. 
Mr. Sexton has won the district and scored the 
greatest Parnellite victory of the campaign so 
far. He has defeated Mr. Haslet by a vote of 
8,882 to 3,729. 

Among the candidates returned unopposed to- 
day were Lawrence Connelly, (Parnellite,) for 
South Longford; P. J. Power, (Parnellite,) for 
East Waterford; T. O’Hanlon, (Parnellite,) for 
East Cavan; P. A. Chance, (Parnellite,) for 
South Kilkenny; Mr. Mahony, (Parnuellite,) for 
North Meath; J. D. Skeahan, (Parnellite,) for 
East Kerry; and E. Leamy, Parnellite,) for 
Northeast Cork. Sir T. Esmonde, Bart., (Parnell- 
ite,) has been re-elected for Dublin County by a 
vote of 5,022 against 3,254 obtained by Mr. Pim, 
his opponent. In this case the home rule vote was 
BZ less and the Tory vote 482 less than at the 
lastelection. Mr. T. L. Carew, (Parnellite,) in the 


North Division of Kildare, and Mr. A. Blaine, 
(Paruellite,) in the South Division of Armagh, 
baye been elected without opposition. 

The returns from the English counties show 
large gains for the Conservatives, who are win- 
ning some of the county divisions by sweeping 
majorities. Such is the case with North Cam- 
bridgeshire, North Shropshire, West Somerset- 
shire, and Northeast and Southwest Warwick- 
shire, in allof which the Tories have won the 
seats held by Liberals in the last House. The 
Tories have also taken Carnarvon from the Lib- 
erals The Gladstoneites have captured =e 
from the Unionist candidate, who represented 
the district in the last House. 

The Liberal candidate, S. Williamson, carried 
Kilmarnock, Scotland, where, because of a split 
in the Liberal Party, the Tories elected Provost 
Shurrock at the last election. 

James Rankin,(Conservative,) won the Leomin- 
ster Division of Herefordshire by a majority of 
nearly 2,000. He was defeated by a Liberal in 
the same district at the last election by a majori- 
ty of 121. The Leominster returns were the 
first published from the county elections to-day, 
and the result caused profound excitement 
among the Tories all over England. 

Mr. 8. Waddy, (Gladstonian,) has carried the 
Brigg Divison of Lincolnshire, but by a majority 
over 2,000 less than that obtained by the Liberal 
caudidate at the last election. This news, pub- 
lished alongside of the great Tory victory in 
Leominster, made the Liberals despair. 

The Pall wee Gazette, commenting in an early 
afternoon ition on the returns, says: ‘“‘ The 
Libera! defeat is now degenerating into a rout, 
Yesterday’s defeats assumed the proportions of 
@ catastrophe.” 

The last hope of the Gladstonians—the vote in 
the counties—has failed. The English counties 
are going Unionist. The counties of Som- 
erset, Warwick, Hereford, Derby, Denbigh, 
and . Shropshire, in which counties is the 
agricultural vote, have returned Conservatives. 
Scotland. continues Gladstonian. Numerous 
county polls have not yet been taken, but 
it is impossible to reverse the defeat of 
the Government. The Unionists are confident of 
an ultimate strength of 370, against 300.. The 
Conservatives are certain that, with a compact 

halanx of 300 members, Lord Salisbury will 

a purely Conservative Ministry.

TROUBLE BREWING IN THE EAST. 

LonpDon, July 7.—Advices received here 
say that on the 2d inst. a body of Albanian Mus- 
suimans attacked and pillaged several Moute- 
negrin- villages, killing some of the inhabitants 
and captwing a number of elders. The Montene- 
grins rallied and repulsed the Albanians, captur- 
Ing and killing numbers of them who had taken 
refuge in houses. In connection with the recent 
fighting between Montenegrins and Turkish 
troops the Porte has instructed the Turkish 


commander en the Montenegrin frontier to avoid 
further conflict. : 

The English Government will take no isolated 
action in connection with the closing of the Port 
of Batoum by Russia, but will merely join the 
other powers in sending a diplomatic protest. 

Lonpvon, July 8.—The Daily News says 
that Russia’s action in closing the Port of Ba- 
towm is a gross breach of faith, and is most dis- 
creditable to the Czar. England, it says, ought 
not to recognize or condone this action. The 
News adds: “ If Russia continues to act thus, she 
nay tind a general league against her involving 
an exclusion from international intercourse, 
which she is scarcely able to afford.” 

Special dispatches agree in describing the 





outlook in the East as gloomy. The 
massing of Russian 7 at Bessarabia 
has caused ,great anxiety. The Daily 


Chronicle's correspondent at Constantinople 
says there is a general belief in Turkish military 
circles that war between Russia and Austria will 
not be long deluyed.

European 
newspapers regard Russia’s action at Batoum as 
reply to England's sympathy with Bulgaria.

GUARDING THE MACKEREL RUN. 


PLENTY 











OF FISH OFF THE COAST OF 
PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND. 
HaiFax, Nova Scotia, July 7.—Mackerel, 
which have been unprecedentedly scarce along 
all the fishing grounds so far this season, have 
struck in on the Prince Edward Island coast in 
large quantities. American seiners to the num- 
ber of nearly 200 are now in that vicinity, but 
the activity of Canadian cruisers has prevented 
them from making any extensiv e hauls within 
the three-mile limit. A retired skipper, who for 
@ number of years sailed a Gloucester vessel, 
in conversation with THE TIMBs’s correspond- 
@ut, said: “It must be very aggravat- 
ing to American fishermen who are now 
on the Prince Edward Island coast to have 
Canadian cruisers watching their operations, 
ready to pounce upou them the moment they 
drop their seines any where within the three-mile 
limit. Mackerel are scarce, and the schools of 
tish that are just now inshore down there must 
indeed be a temptation tothe Gloucester skip- 
pers, who are naturally anxious to fill up and 
return home. Knowing exactly what the feelings 
of these men must be under the circumstances, 
I would not be at all ees to hear of them 
running great risks and being captured.” 

The skipper above referred to is a pugnacious 
little fellow, and if in charge of a fisherman at 
the present time would, judging from his con- 
versation, either have mackerel out of Canadian 
waters or be in the clutches of the Dominion au- 
thorities. 

The cruiser Critic, doing duty on the Prince 
Edward Island coast, had her sea-going qualities 
put pretty thoroughly to the test on Sunday last. 
fhile off the north shore a sudden and heavy 
storm was experienced, which the craft stood in 
splendid stfle. After the storm a large seine 
boat was picked up. It is supposed to belong to 
some American schooner, and was towed into 
port. Itis not known whether the boat had oc- 
cupants when the storm came up ornot. If it 
had probably all were drowned.

THE CHICAGO WHEAT BOOM 


WILD EXCITEMENT AND LARGE 
TRADING YESTERDAY. 

TWO SMALL FAILURES—THE RISE DISAS- 
TROUS TO THE BUCKET SHOPS— 
FORTUNES MADE BY THE LONGS. 

CuIcaGo, July 7.—On ’Change to-day was 
probably the most active for a year past, and 
with two failures to add to the events the day 
proved very exciting. When the bell rang 
the closing hour it looked as if the 
“bulge” had weakened, and that the record 
of heavy gains and losses for the last 10 days 
could now be made up. The market opened at 
an advance on the closing price of Tues- 
day, and went up. by starts to 83% 
cents. It then fluctuated between 8212 and 
83 until a half hour before closing, when 
the excitement died away, and from that time 
until the tap of the beil the floor looked 
as it did during most of the Spring and 
early Summer. In curbstone trading after hours 
the market still further sagged, going down 
to 81%. This brief and simple chronicle of the 
market gives no idea of the wild excitement 
prévailing during the morning hours. At times 
wheat was selling at a half cent differ- 
ence in portions of the pit, and the un- 
loading of the lucky ones who bought at 
the beginning of the rise wenton at a furious 
rate. The country orders, which always come 
like a flood upon the commission men during a 
sharp advance, rolled over the wires, and the 
sum total of the trading reached an enormous 
figure. 

Before the hour of opening notices were sent 

by John W. Rumsey & Co. acknowledging the 
inability of the firm to protect their trades, and 
they were closed out accordingly. The failure 
was due primatily to the long’ contin- 
ued decline in Wheat and oats which 
came came to so sudden an end two weeks 
ago. Rumsey had been carrying large quantities 
of wheat, and the steady decline used up all his 
surplus capital. By the assistance of friends 
two weeks ago he was enabled to meet the 
margins which were being called for at 
that time and closed out hig holdings. He then 
changed his tactics and sold largely short, and 
the rise caught him again. “It was a whip saw” 
he said to THE TiMzs’s correspondent later, 
“and having no more’ securities to shove 33 
I had to have my trades closed. I will pay 1 
cents on the dollar snd ask no man to take 
ess. I can’t do it iky or to-morrow— 
if I could I would not have suspended—but 
I will doit. No, Ido not expect to resume busi- 
ness; lam _ going out: of it. Iclosed out what 
oats I had left last Saturday. I can give no 
statement of my affairs and cannot tell how 
much wheat I was short.” ~ 
Mr. Rumsey has been in business on the board 
since 1866, and while at various times he has 
had a ean the firm name has always been 
John N. Rumsey & Co... At pee eent he is alone. 
The amount of his present indebtedness, which is 
small compared with bis losses during the last 
few months, is placed at $20,000. 
The second failure was that of George Ellison, 
who has been in the past the king of the oat 
crowd. When it became apparent yesterday 
morning that the market was against him Mr. 
Luison walked off the floor, and to-day the notices 
of his inability to settle his margins reached 
his creditors, Mr. Ellison not appearing again on 
the floor or at bis office,. He watched the course of 
events to-day, however, froma’ Tremont House 
ticker. During several months his financial 
standing has not been good, hia trade being gen- 
erally done under the wing of other traders. It 
1s impossible to closely estimate’ his - liabili- 
ties, but they are placed at about $25,000. 
Ellison has always been an vat man, and was 
scarcely ever tempted into other lines. In his 
particular line he was long an acknowledged 
power, but heavy losses in several corners proved 
too great a blow, and he never fully recovered 
his fgoting. The effect of the two failures 
was very slight on the. market,. as more 
important matters held sway during the 
morning hours. It wat rumored to-day that 
the rise in wheat had been very disastrous to the 
bucket shops. One of these was said to be over 
E. P.’ Whittield, Telegraph 
Manager of the Board of Trade, estimated the 
bucket shops in Chicago alone were short 100,- 
000,000 bushels, ‘The patrons of bucket shops 
are proverbially buyers,” he said. ‘ They sspec- 
ulate ona rising market, For this reason a bull 
movement plays havoe in the bucket shops 
unless they have hedged. Last Summer,/vhen 
the rise of 19 cents occurred, a large number of 
the shops were knocked out. They have un- 
doubtedly lost heavily in the last few days.” 

It Mr. Whittield’s judgment is correct the 

bucket shops are evidently interested in not ad- 

mitting their/losses. A reporter visited several 
places, but everywhere a denial that the figures 
given above were correct was made. The section 
of the shop in the Palmer House building 
stated that all the bucket shops within a radius 

of 500 miles of Chicago were not short 2,000,- 

000 bushels. ‘Our, patrons,” he explained, 

“are not plungers. If wheat rises 1 cent 

they usually close the deal without waiting for a 

possible advance, so you see that the rise is no 

criterion of the amount we may be short.” 

An evening paper prints a gossipy article 
anent the advance in wheat, of which the follow-

Every cent advance is presumed 
to be worth $25,000 to the Youngs, for their 
holding is about 2,500,000 bushels. The old 
-bulls, “ the dead horses” as they have been con- 
temptuously styled, who have been unfortunate 
holders for three years, are all great winners.

CANAL JOBS IN THE SENATE. 


THE STURGEON BAY SCHEME PASSES— 
ABUSING THE PRESIDENT. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Senator Sawyer’s 
countenance wore its broadest smile an hour 
after the Senate met to-day,and he strolled 
about the chamber chatting with Senators here 
and there ina way that showed how happy he 
felt. The Senate had just passed the Sturgeon 
Bay and Lake Michigan Canal job in the River 
and Harbor bill with a majority that was very 
pleasing to all interested in the scheme. Mr. 
Spooner, the colleague of Mr. Sawyer, proposed 
a substitute for the Commerce Committee's 
item, which was simply another way of reaching 
the same result. He made a speech in favor of 
the canal job, and as the committee had no ob- 
jection to make to his substitute it was adopted, 
hen a roll call was ordered on the question 
of inserting the amendment in the bill. When 
the call was finished the canal Senators 
had polled 36 votes against 16 in opposi- 
tion to the scheme. Among the Senators who 
Pp orted the job to make the Government pay 
ths .000 for a canal built out of the proreeds of 
,000 acres of pine lands given for that pur- 
— by the Government were Méssrs Evarts, 
nye, Harrison, Hoar, Manderson, Miller, Payne, 
Teller, Spooner, Sawyer, Vest, McMillan, Dawes, 
Cullom, Brown, and Wilson of Iowa. The 16 
who were unwilling to aid the scheme were 
Messrs. Berry, Butler, Cockréll, Colquitt, Ed- 
munds, Harris, Hawley, Ingalls, cPherson 
Maxey, Platt, Pugh, Saulsbury, Vance, Whit- 
thorne, and Wilson of Maryland. The next job in 
the biil is the item of $350,000 for the purchase 
of the Portage Lake Canal. This will be reached 
to-morrow, and its advocates have little reason 
to fear that it will be thrown out by the Senate 


after the favor shown to the Sturgeon Bay prop- 
osition to-day.

The Republicans of the House of Representa- 
tives proceeded to-day upon the assumption that 
the President’s vetoes of private pension bills 


are to be unpopular and not to be sustained by 
public sentiment. If that was not the assump- 
tion of Mr. Browne, of Indiana, who was for the 
time, in the absence of Mr. Hiscock and Mr. 
Reed, the leader of the minority, then the mi- 
nority flew in the face of the public sentiment 
that the Democrats look to to sustain the Presi- 
dent in refusing to approve some of the pension 
bills passed. The veto messages were read, and 
when the time came for disposing of them the 
Republicans insisted that they should be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Invalid Pen- 
sions, with instructions to report them 
back on or before Monday. his made 
the issue, and upon this the speeches were deliv- 
ered. The Republican speeches were intended 
to be very severe upon the President, but were 
quite as plainly bids for political support as they 
were evidence of spontaneous patriotism. One 
answer made by Mr. Matson to some of the com- 
pleints was interesting. He declared that many 
of the cases rejected by the President had already 
been vetoed by a Republican Commissioner of 
Pensions. It came out ea | the discussion 
that the present Committee on Invalid Pensions 
had reported more bills than any committee that 
has considered such measures foryears. Having 
pushed the bills to a vote and been beaten on the 
motion for a report on a specitied day, the Re- 
publicans opposed the Democratic demand ona 
third bill for the previous question, and used up 
the rest of the day in filibustering. 


TWO TRAINMEN KILLED. 


A RAILROAD TRAIN SEIZED AND TERROR- 
IZED BY DESPERADOES. 
CINCINNATI, July 7.—A terrible account 
has just been received of a riot on a Cincinnati 
Southern Railroad train at Somerset, Ky., on 
Monday, in which the conductor of the train, 
Edward Pelton, and a negro porter named An- 
drew Fish were killed. The murder was com- 
mitted by Thomas King, a noted desperado, and 
his gang of drunken roughs. This crowd took 
control of the express train between Pine Knot 
and Somerset Stations and committed numerous 


outrages. They went up and down the coaches, 
tired oif revolvers, and threw whisky bottles 
at the passengers. The ey on the train 
Were thoroughly intimidated, the gang threaten- 
ing to kill any one who said.a-word,or attempted 
to interfere with them. Conductor Pelton, who 
was but 26 years old, and had been’ a conductor 
for six years, attempted to remonstrate, but was 
set upon and literally hacked to pieces. The 
porter was shot in the forehead. The bloody 
work on the train was the sequel to various out- 
rages committed by King and his ruftians. They 
committed three murders last week, killing an 
inoffensive farmer and two other citizens. ‘The 
bandits are now in the woods of Pulaski County 
where they defy the authorities, and much blood 
will be shed before they are arrested. 

Conductor Pelton’s remains were brought to 
Covington, Ky., this morning. He was a mem- 
ber of the Conductors’ Protective Association. 
He leaves a widow and two children, The fun- 
eral will take place to-morrow from his residence 
in Covington. Passengers on the train who 
reached this city yesterday evening speak in 
terms of horror of the scene on the train while 
the desperadoes were in control. A large posse 
of citizens of Kentucky are in pursuit of the

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THE MERRIMAO ASHORE. 


Hatirax, Nova Scotia, July 7.—The Cap- 
tain of a steamer from Charlottetown, which 
arrived at Pictou to-day, reports having passed 
this morning the new Boston steamer Merrimac 


ashore on Rifleman’s Rock, east of Point Prim. 


This is a flat reef much exposed to southerly 
winds. The Merrimac left Pictou for Charlotte- 


town at 7 o’clock last evening, and as the night 
was thick with heavy thunder squalls she was 
probably knocking about ail night. There were 
on board about 100 passengers for Charlotte- 
town and considerable freight. When passed 
this morning at low water the Merrimac stood 


about four feet out of the water. This was her 
first trip on the Boston, Halifax and Pritice Ed- 
ward Island Line. She was here last Monday 
morning on her way to the eastern coast and 
Prince Edward Islund. When the steamer ar- 
rived here she had on board over 300 passen- 
gers from Boston. She is very much larger than 
the Carroll or the Worcester, the other boats of 
the line, and it was expected that she would do 
a large passenger business during the Summer, 

A later report says: ‘The steamer Merrimac 
which ran on Rifleman’s Reef Point, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, early this moining, came off 
shortly after noon and reached Charlottetown at 
2 o'clock. She is reported to have received no 
damage while on the rocks. No assistance was 
sent to her from either Charlottetown or Pictou, 
and it is believed she floated unaided.” 








THE ANARCHISTS SCORE ONE. 

~ §r, Louis, July 7.—The motion to dismiss 
the cases of the Anarchists charged with unlaw- 
ful assembly and indorsing the action of their 
Chicago brethren during the Haymarket riot, 
was argued this afternoon in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. Judge Noonan sustained the 
motion to dismiss, holding there was nothing to 
show that the alleged unlawful resolutions as 
offered were adopted. It would be impossible to 
prove the Chicago trouble without trying the 
Chicago cases over in this city. The ple 8 
were unsound and the method of presenting the 
pleadings impracticable. If the resolutions were 
only offered and not adopted, the sentiments ex- 
pressed therein were merely opinion, and every 
one was entitied to his apinion in this country. 
This Government was strong enough at any rate, 
and there was no use inspiring timidity by pay- 
ing attention to the vaporings of a few men who 
held peculiar views on social and political ques- 
tions. It was time enough to prosecute when 
they were guilty of some overt act.

ANARCHISTS’ ~ WILD TALK 


CURSING THE JUDGE WHO SEN- 
TENCED THE BOYCOTTERS. 
AN AUDIENCE OF 8,000 PERSONS YELLING 
THEIR APPROVAL OF SOCIALISTIC 
HARANGUES AND HISSING THE POLICE. 

There was a foreign ring about the salvos 
of applause that rolled through the big under- 
ground hall in Cooper Institute last night. Many 
of the expressions of approval sounded strange- 
ly in American ears, and the wildly enthusiastic 
bearing of the audience was not that of English 
speaking races. Yet one of the speakers, a Rus- 
sian, said his auditors were not foreigners; that 
the foreigners in America were those who sat in 
high places, and they, and not the victims of 
their malice, must go. According to the same 
speaker all the men and women in the * +1), to 
the number of at least 3,000, were boyco*® —rs. 
The declaration was wildly applauded. 

The meeting, according to John Morrison, 
Master Workman of District Assembly No. 126, 
Knights of Labor, was called by the Central La- 
bor Union to express its indignation at the treat- 
ment received by its representatives at the hands 
of their servants, to adopt measures for the pre- 
vention of class legisiation, and to call attention 
to the conspiracy to deprive the laboring classes 
of their constitutional rights. His allusion to 
Judge Barrett was the mildest made at the meet- 
ing, and was only understood by a minority of the 
audience. Capt. McCullagh commanded the 
police who were scattered through the hall. 
Only 35 were present at the meeting. The same 
number was held in reserve iu another portion 
of the' building. Both Capt. McCullagh and his 
men had their countenances thoroughly under 
control and seemed deaf as so many sphynxes to 
the abuse that was showered upon them. 

Tailor Robert Blissert was made Chairman of 

the meeting. He worea red rosein his button- 
hole and looked very well satisfied when the 
people in the auditorium and the men and 
women on the stage made strange noises signifi- 
cant of their delight at his presence. His elec- 
tion meant peace, he suid, and * defiance to any 
foul, calumnious act that might be heaped upon 
his hearers.” He and his auditors were charged 
with boycotting. Boycotting had been madea 
crime. Ofalithe saints Lreland had given us there 
was none he loved so dearly as Saint Boycott. 
The audience tilled its lungs and emptied them. 
The roar might have been heard in Harlem but 
for intervening obstructions. His auditors had 
cringed and crawled long enough, he said. The 
must stopit. They must also beware of the pit- 
falls which their enemies would prepare for 
them. Let there be no war between, nationali- 
ities. He was delighted at the home rule meet- 
ing on Monday to hear a German lisp * Faugh- 
a-ballagh” and see him wear aslamrock in his 
buttonhole. He and his hearers had ‘met to dis- 
cuss Judge Barrett’s conduct in the trial and 
senténce of five men accused of boycotting. The 
oe ag transformed itself into a hissing ma- 
chine. 
The audience stepped on itself, for Tailor: Blis- 
sert said: ‘ Stop thatand hiss yourselves; you 
made him.” Judge Barrett, he said, was 
made at a political manufactory in East 
Fourteenth-street. Four-fifths of the audience 
roared with delight. The other fifth hissed with 
vim. There were many derisive cries of “ Oh, 
no” when Blissert said *‘ Do not atte:npt to boy- 
cott that political factory next Fall.” He advised 
the police who broke up the Knights of Labor 
meeting on Thursday night topay the rent of 
the hall, $50, if they had a spark of manhood. 
This sally seemed to have let loose 10,000 snakes. 
The police paid no more attention to the hissing 
than if they had been carved out of stone. 

Some resolutions were read. They eulogized 
Wilzig, Haldorf, Dannhouser, Stroh, and Rosen- 
berg, who had been convicted of \boycotting 
Theiss, as ‘‘martyrsin the labor cause.” They 
spurned the attempt to wrest from labor one of 
the mightiest weapons in its battle against spoli- 
ation. They recognized all who aided in. any 
way the conviction of the boycotters as mortal 
enemies of organized labor and pronounced it 
the sacred duty of every workingman to discon- 
tinue all personal and business relations .sith 
them and their business friends. The resolutions 
were read in English and; German. At the con- 
elusion of the first reading there was only faint 
applause. The German Secretary who per- 
formed the task was compelled to pause several 
times in order to make himself heard. 

John Swinton was the first speaker. He was 
introduced as the champion of universal labor. 
Before he opened his battery the band played 
* The Marseillaise.” The audience sang it. Swin- 
ton paid no attention to the vociferous welcome 
extended to him. He had heard workingmen 
yell before, he said. He was tired of the du- 
plicity and the hypocricy of the workingmen. 
Again and again had they voted for men who 
clubbed them. He knew them. He supposed 
it would be the same a hundred years 
hence. There were cries of ‘No! No!” 
Who put the men they denounced in power ? 
Did the fashion strutters on Fifth-avenne? Not 
much. It was the men with sinews, who march 
to the polls every year to refasten the shackles 
around their necks. The two great clowns of 
New-York had appeared on Tuesday upon the 
platform on which he stood. They played a 
comedy that would have made Bottom draw in 


his ears. They were Lawson N. Fuller and Jack- 
son 8. Schultz. They were intended for end men 
in a minstrel show. If Mr. Schultz wanted 
acollar and elbow fall, let him comeon. The 
boycotters’ conviction was a farce. The act 
which allowed it was smuggied through the 
Legislature by David Dudley Field. The Russian 
code, incomparison with that act, Was as pure as 
crystal, Yet it was the code of the Czar, to 


whom be eternal damnation, The audience 


howled its ar yproval. 

He appealed to the power which created the 
courts to reverse Judge Barrett’s decision. This 
power was the people. The people yelled ex- 
ultingly. One of the fellows ov the bench want- 
ed the nomination for the Mayoralty. He con- 
jured his hearers to vote for no one who would 


not promise to fight the men who had done them 





injustice. The appeal would be heard at 
Sing Sing. The notion tickled his hearers. He 
warned Warden Brush not to show malice toward 


“our five true, noble, broadhearted gentlemen 
who were crucified on Friday. Anathema, 
anathema, anathema on him who sent them 
there.” All previous expressions of approval by 
the audience were knocked out in one short 
round by the territie demonstration with which 
the vigorous curse dropped on Judge Barrett by 
Swinton was received. He bowed his silvered 
head and retired. 

“Let us now,” said Mr. Blissert, ‘see what our 
sympathy amounts toin cash. We will send the 
plates around. Are those plates ready?’ Those 
plates were not ready, and men stepped forward 
and threw silver dollars and halves and quarters 
on the platform. ‘“Itis not oftenthat it do be 
raining silver,” remarked Tailor Blissert as he 
began picking up the coins, The plates were 
soon ready. ‘They were carried to all parts of the 
hall and the audience was requested in heated 
terms to fill them to overflowing. Later in the 
evening Blissert announced that the families of 
the tive boycotters were $130 better off. 

The speaker who had the least difficulty in 
touching the sympathies of the audience was 8. 
E. Schewtseh, of the Volks-Zeitung. He spoke 
with a strong foreign accent. e took a full 
breath and said: ‘‘ Workingmen of 8t. Peters- 
burg on the Hudson.” Then he kindly paused in 
order to allow his hearers to have their in- 


ning. Then he_ said he. might not 
be able to address a public meeting 
n 24 hours, as the Judge who 


had sentenced the boycotters had said in open 
court that the editor of the Volks-Zeitung, who- 
ever he might be, should be indicted for publish- 
ing the list of jurors in the Theiss case. Though 
this threat was a great crime against the Consti- 
tution of the United States, it was the best thing 
that could happen for labor at this time. If the 
courts tampered with freedom of speech or the 
freedom of the press the people wonld see what 
a mockery the Constitution was. Col. Fel- 
lows had said that if it were necessary 
500,000 boycotters would be arrested. He might 
as well begin by arresting the audience, for 
every man and woman init was a boycotter. A 
short season was devoted to senting the lung 
power of the audience.

RUN DOWN BY A STBAMER. 


THE SAD ENDING OF A YACHT PARTY ON 
LAKE MICHIGAN. 

CuicaGco, July 7.—Mr. and Mrs. Everett 
Wilson and Mrs. Dr. 8. Lord went sailing in a 
yacht in charge of two sailors last evening. At 
9:30 o’clock they were off Taylor-strect, when 
their craft was run into by the excursion steam- 
er Gazelle. The party was thrown into the water 
with the exception of the sailors, who climbed 
upon the steamer, deserting their boat at the 
first shock. The Gazelle went ahead a short dis- 
tance and the Captain then sent a boat to the 
rescue of the party struggling inthe water. 
Mr. Wilson and Mrs, Lord were picked up un- 
conscious, but Mrs. Wilson was drowned. Mr. 
Wilson it was feared for a short time would not 
recover, but consciousness finally returned, when 
he became distracted over the tragic fate of the 
young wife whom he wedded only a few months 
ago, 

Mr. Wilson is confidential clerk for P. D. Ar- 
mour,and is one of thechief men in Mr. Ar- 
mour’s office on La Salle-street. Last night he 


aa a ride on the lake as a relief from the 
apressing weather. The yacht Josie was char- 
tered, and the party sailed out around the Gov- 
ernment pier and was returning shortly after 9 
o’clock. The Josie was near the end of the south 
pier, when the Gazelle was seen bearing in the 
same direction coming from the shore. The 
boats were then several hundred feet apart. 
One of the sailors in the yacht started to change 
its course away from the steamer, which was ad- 
vancing to a dangerous proximity, when his com- 
anion called to him to turn the other way. 
he helmsman obeyed, and at the same instant 
the Gazelle changed her course and in another 
moment struck the frail yacht, breaking its side. 
The water peures in and the yacht careened, 
throwing all parties out. Mrs. Lord was sitting 
in front of the mast and was aided by one of the 
crew, but Mr. Wilson and his wife were thrown 
under the sail. Mr. Wilson, by a desperate strug- 
gle, succeeded in getting from under with his 
wife, but he was unable to render her further 
aid, as she lurched away from him and went un- 
der. The Gazelle kept on its course for some dis- 
tauce and then stopped and threw out floaters 
and sent out two small boats, but the people were 
picked up by other craft and brought to shore. 
Mr. Wilson lays the entire blame on the oflicers 
of the Gazelle. Capt. Joseph Albado, of the 
Gazelle, said that his boat had landed at Harri- 
son-street and was making for the open lake past 
the south pier, moving very slowly, when he saw 
the P pawns ou his port bow. He threw his helm 
hard aport, but his boat struck the yacht amid- 
ships. At this time, he claims, the Gazelle had 
almost lost headway. He asked the party in the 
boat if they¥ needed aid, and says he was an- 
swered only by insulting remarks. Capt. Angus, 
of the yacht, says the Captain of the Gazelle was 
clearly to blame for the collision, as the Josie 
carried white sails and headlights, which were 
easy to distinguish. He called to the Gazelle 
when she first hove in sight aud begged her to 
keep out of the yacht’s course, as there was 80 
little wind that the small boat was almost at the 
mercy of the motions of the water. No atten- 
tion was paid to his repeated calls, and the Ga- 
zelle struck his boat amidships with full force. 
He says he was knocked under the Gazelle and 
narrowly escaped drowning. The body of Mrs. 
Wilson has not yet been recovered. 











DANGERS OF THE LAKES. 

CuicaGo, July 7.—News of a thrilling ac- 
cident which befell the crew of tho little scow 
Maggie Johnson last Sunday reached here to- 
day. She was bound for Cheboygan from 
Kewaunee with a cargo of bark, and was 
about 15 miles southeast of the latter port 
when she was suddenly overtaken by a 
severe squall. Before a man could act 
the vessel was capsized and the crew 
overboard. With the utmost difficulty

The 
Arctic was tive miles distant from the wreck,

Before the sailors could accomplish the 


distance the steamer Christie hove in sight and 
bore down on the wreck. She reached it before 
the boat did, took off the crew, and, when the 
wind and sea subsided, righted the capsized 
Johnson and towed her to Escanaba, 





NO JUROR OBTAINED YESTERDAY. 

CuicaGo, July 7.—In the Anarchist trial 
to-day not another juror was secured. Forty-six 
men were examined, and 36 were excused for 
cause, 6 on peremptory challenges by the de- 
fense, and 4 on peremptories by the State. The 
defense has exhausted 93 of its peremptory 
challenges and the State 32. The total number 


of jurors examined since the beginning of the

THE HURRICANE IN FLORIDA. 
MANY LIVES LOST AND PROPERTY DEe 
STROYED AT APALACHICOLA, 


Mosirz, Ala., July 7.—Particulars have 
been received of the hurricane of June 30 at 
Apalachicola, Fla. The wind arose about 10 
o’clock, and by 1 P. M. had increased to 70 miles 
an hour, the barometer reaching the lowest on 
record. At 4:30 there was a lull, and then the 
wind, which had been from the southeast, sud- 
denly blew with great fury from the opposite 
direction. The air was filled with flying timber 
and branches of trees. All business houses were 
closed, and the citizens bolted their windows and 
doors. There was a six-hour reign of terror. 
Coombs & Co.’s mill lost both smokestacks and a 
part of the roof. C. H. Smith & Co. lost a lot of 
dressed lumber, blown away. Munro & Co.’s 
mill, at the Bluff, had the roof and smokestack 
blown off, and at Carrabelle many buildings were 
leveled, while much timber was carried away. 
On the river and in the bay, the disaster 
was extensive. S. N. Kimball's dredge was sunk 
as was also the steamer Emlen, belonging to 
Coombs & Co. She was down the bay and wag 
swamped. Three men, Jesse Rainey, engineer: 
Abe Monroe, cook, and Walter Johnson, deck 
hand, tried to save themselves in the dingey, which 
capsized, and the first two named were drowned. 
The rest of the crew, the Captain and three men, 
were rescued. At East Pass the lighter Califor- 
nia made fast to the bark Bigette, at Dog Island 
Cove. The bark had out four anchors, but she 
dragged ashore. The lighter was cut loose and 
soon swamped. There were on board at the time 
Nicholas Comforter and his son, Willie, also Will- 
iam Anderson and James Norman, volunteers. 
She was found drifting that night waterlogged, 
and with no one on board; all four were drowned. 
As soon as the Bigette grounded she lost her 
masts. She will be saved. 

The barkentine Alice Dickerman dragged her 
anchors and is ashore on Limbes Island. 
Schooner Kate E. Morse, Nantasket, dragged at 
anchor also, but escaped. Two men, McKnight 
and Milner, were on Sand Island when it was 
submerged. They took refugein the only tree 
on the island and remained there several hours. 
They lost all the property they had on the island. 
St. George’s Island was swept by wind and 
waves. All the ‘—* in the lighthouse was 
blown out and tower badly shaken. The 
keeper’s house was filled with water and sand, 
and the family took to a “gale” house built for 
their protection in such cases. There were many 
accidents to harbor craft—a number of small 
sailers being capsized aud several tug boats re- 
ceiving more or less serious damage. There 
were many narrow escapes. The storm was the 
greatest ever seen at Apalachicola. 











SHOT DEAD WITH A PAPER WAD. 
THE TRAGICAL ENDING OF A CAROUSE IN 
BATAVIA. 

Batavia, N. Y., July 7.—William Enright, 
a stonecutter, and August Schaerf, a tailor, were, 
with a dozen friends, at Charles Blumerick’s 
saloon last night. Beer flowed freely, and by 9 
o’clock many of the party felt the influence of it. 
Blumerick loaded an old Revolutionary musket 
with powder and paper wads and Schaerf fired 
it off, the loud report frightening the men, espe- 
cially a negro who was one of the party. At En- 
right’s suggestion the weapon was loaded once 
more to scare the negro. The men were 
sitting on a | ager in front of the saloon, 
and the tirst charge took effect in tho 
hollow post that was made of seven-eighth inch 
ine, tearing a hole init two inches in diameter. 
chaerf tired the second shot when nobody ex- 
pected it, and the charge struck Enright, who 
was leaning against the shattered post. It en- 
tered his back near the left shoulder blade, broke 
two ribs, and lodged in his left lung, making a 
wound nearly three inches one way and about 
= inches the other. Enright fell to the ground, 
and his companions, not knowing he was hurt 
laughed heartily at’ his faithful personation of 
aninjured man. When it’was learned that he 
was wounded he was carried into the saloon, 
where he died in 20 minutes. 

Schaerf was arrested, and upon arraignment 
to-day pleaded not guilty to manslaughter in the 
second degree. His examination was set down 
for next Wednesday. An autopsy disclosed that 
death was caused by a paper wad, and the Cor- 
oner’s jury rendered a verdict that Enright’s 
death was due to the culpable negligence of 
Schaerf. Enright was 49 years old and leaves a 
widow, who has been sick for months andisin a 
critical condition, and three daughters. He was 
discharged by his employers for drunkenness 
last Saturday. Schaerf is a German tailor, who 
came here from Erie, Penn., in the Fall of 1884, 
He has been drunk frequently. His wife is dead 
but he has two children in Erie. 





THE JURY GET CONFUSED.

OOUPLERS FOR | FREIGHT CARS. 


REPORT OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSION 
ON THE TESTS. 

AuBany, July 7.—The Railroad Commis- 
sion this afternoon announced its decision in re- 
gard to the car-coupling tests made at East Al- 
bany last month. They award the first place to 
the Hoag coupler. This is an invention not in 
use on any railroad at present. It is the work of 
C. M. Hoag, of Greenbush, an engineer on the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, At the trial it was 
the only one that made the “ flying switch” au- 
tomatically. In its normal condition the link is 
level, and works successfully on all cars. The 
recommendations of the commission, whichare 
the most important made since its organization, 
are as follows: 

First—That the standard nelght ot draw bar of 
the Master Car Builders’ Association, viz., 2 feet 9 
inches from top of rail to centre of drawhead, when 
the car is empty, be adopted by all railroad corpora- 
tions; that new cars be made to conform thereto, and 
that old cars, when repaired, be made to conform ag 
nearly as possible. 

Second—That all freight cars not having platforms 
be equipped with “deadwood” blocks to conform to 
the standard of the Master Car Builders’ Association. 

Third—That a standard link be adopted of 10% 
inches inside measurement and 13 inches outside 
measurement. 

Fourth—That all oxieting links and pin drawheads 
be provided with a stop in the throat to prevent a 
link entering more than 7 inches. 

Fifth—Ot the couplers presented to be tested on 
the 16th and 17th of June the board finds the fol- 
lowing to fulfill the requirements of thelaw. There 
are many others of which the board has drawings or 
models, and which possess merit, but as to them 
the board makes no mention for the reasons, 
first, that cars were not equipped with them; 
and, second, thatlittle weight can be given to the 
workings of a modelalone. Those practically tested 
are divided, first, into classes mentioned in 
what the board regards as the order of merit;

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SEEKING TH# OAUSE OF DEATH. 

The inquest on the body of William 
Welsh, the New-Germantown victim of the ice 
cream poisoning, was begun yesterday 
by. Coroner Berkaw, Annandale, N. 
J.. in the parlor of the New-German- 
town Hotel. E. TT. Bartles and his 
wife testified to the purchase of the cans and the 
cleaning of one of them at their house; also that 
they ate of the cream and suffered therefrom. The 
Rev. Mr. Schmitz gave a detailed statement 
of the manner in which the festival had been 
arranged, and how the milk in the churn was 
left in the wood for two hours, no one being near 
it during that time. The makers of the flavor- 
ing extract used in the cream were Wood & 
Selick, of No. 39 Jay-street, New-York. 

Drs. B. Thompson, Apgar, and Berg, who made 
the post-mortem examination, a d that 
the ptoms were those of arsenical poison- 
ing. The Bae mortem resulted in the 
findin of congestion and inflammation 
of the organs in the abdomen, and 
also congestion of the membrane 
the cavities of the heart. The body was 
much emaciated. Mrs. William Miller, Mrs. 
Peter Miller, and Mrs. F.-. H. Levison, 
testified that the ice cream was made by them 
and that each had eaten more or less of it. They 
further testified that poison was kept in their 
houses; in one, “ Rough on Rats;” in another, 
arsenic, and in the third, a variety of poisons. 
The poison in no case was kept near where cook- 
ing was done. 

The inquest was adjourned until to-day. A 
portion of the liver, the whole of the stomach, 
one kidney, &c., were removed from Welsh’s 
body for chemical analysis

PRESIDENT M’COSH SPBRAKS BEFORE THE 
UNIVERSITY CONVOCATION. 


Atpany, N.Y., July 7.—The address of 
President McCosh on “ Elective Studies in Col- 
leges” before the University Convocation this 
evening was thé-most notable lecture of to-day’s 
programme. The degrees of Bachelor and Mas- 
ter of Arts, he declared, have a prestige which 
should be carefully protected; eare should be 
taken in the educational movements that the in- 
centives to scholarship be not removed. He 
thought there should be prescribed studies in 
every year of the college course; different col- 
leges may arrange different courses; but 
there will be a general agreement on the 
main studies. Of the studies which ought 
to be required he placed literature first. 
Every educated man, in his — , should 
know several languages besides his own. The 
controversy now turns around Greek, but it will 
soon turn around Latin, Greek is she most per- 
fect tongue and offers the greatest literature of 
the ancient world, andought to be acquired by 
the college students. In a four years’ course at 
school and in a four years’ course at college he 
believed there was room for both tin” and 
Greek and the modern languages. Next to 
literature he placed mathematics as of great 
value in developing the reasoning faculty. It 
leads to concentration of thought and saves the 
acholar from intellectual dissipation. The in- 
ductives sciences should also be required. The 
trinity in the college course, he said, ought to be 
literature, science, and philosophy—in the last 
being included psychology, logic, and ethics. 

President MeCosh maintained that there should 
be no electives in Freshman’s year. Then the 
students should be educated in the elementary 
branches and learn the methods of the institu- 
tion. It is doubted if any or many electives 
should be allowed in Sophomore year. In Junior 
and Senior years especially electives may be 
freely allowed, but not more than three subjects 
are desirable for any student. To show to what 
extremes the elective system has gone, he stated 
that it was possible for a student to pass through 
Harvard and obtain the degree of A. B. without 
studying Latin, Greek, mathematics, chem- 
istry, physics, astronomy, geology logic, 
ethics, political economy, or English. 18) 
course many students make udicious 
choices, but many do not. The 6 had 
come, he believed, when other degrees should be 

ted for special courses of study, such as 
achelor, Master, or Doctor of Literature, music 
or the fine arts, and that the meaning of the old 
degrees be retained. severe, Cegree ought to have 
a meaning designated by the title. In consider- 
ing the question of the age at which students 
should enter college he thought the advanced 
educationalists who hold that 18 or later is the 
proper age had gone too far. The number of 
students in colleges is not increasing with the 
opulation. The main cause of this ig the 
ate period at which men now graduate 
from college. If they leave college at 
22 or 23 and spend two or three years 
in preparation for professional life they are 
ready to earn their own livelihood at too late an 
age. They are too long a burden to their parents. 
Why, he asked, should not teachers begin to give 
easy lessons in Latin to boys of 9 years of age, 
and why should not teachers try to have boys 
ready to enter college at 16 or soon after? Now- 
adays every good college is striving to be 
auniversity. It isa laudable ambition, but an 
institution ought not to call itself a university 
while it is still a college.

GOOD WHATHER FOR SAILING, 
NEW-ROCHELLE “AND HARLEM YACHTS 
RACING ON THE SOUND. 

The first annual regatta of the New-Ro- 
chelle Yacht Club was sailed yesterday over a 
course on the Sound from Baylis Rock, off New- 
Rochelle Harbor, around the red buay at the 
west end of Execution Reef, thence to the black 
buoy off Matinnicock Point, and thence to a stake- 
boat off Captain’s Island, and home by way of 
Execution Reef. The smaller boats turned back 
at Matinnicock Point, went to the starting point, 
then to Execution Reef and home. The first 
course was 22 and the second 17 nautical miles 


in length. The starters were the schooners 
Agnes and Leona, the cutter Ulidia, the cabin 
sons Elephant, Mona, Santapague, Ilderan, 
Far Niente, Madelaine, Lotus, Curlew, Nymph, 
Cute, and Amazon, and the open boats Adele, La 
Perichole, Cruiser, Gracie T., and Nettie, The 
starting signal was given at 11:35. The wind 
was strong from west-southwest and the tide was 
about half flood. 

The sloop Lotus was the first boat to cross the 
line, and she was closly followed by the Ele- 
phant, Ulidia, and Mona. The yachts reached 
close hauled from the starting line to Execution 
Reef, and sailed free from there to Matinnicock; 
ran thence to Captain’s Island, beat back to Exe- 
cution Reef, and sailed free from the to the 
finish. The cutter Ulidia led the fleet around 
Execution Reef, followed by the Mona, Santa- 
pague, Leona, Lotus, Elephant, Far Niente, and 
Agnes. At the Matinnicock buoy the Ag- 
nes had the lead, and her wake 

Leona, Elephant, Mona, 
Far Niente, and Lotus, In the wind- 
ward work the Lotus carried away her 
mast, near the head, and La Pericbole, being 
blanketed by a sloop while she had 40 sandbags, 
to windward capsized. Her crew were all res- 
cued and she was towed in, The Agnes was the 
first and the Dlidia the second of the larger 
yachts to fluish, and the Curlew led the smaller 
squadron home, 
e Agnes beat the Leona 18m. 46s,; Ulidia had 
a walkover, and the other winners were the Ele- 
phant, Curlew, Adele, and Cruiser, The New- 
chelle Yacht Club is buil a handsome and 
commodious house on Echo Isiand, off New- 
Rochelle Harbor. 

The Spring regatta of the Harlem Yacht Club 
which was postponed from June 23, was saile 
yesterday under favorable circumstances as to 
wind and weather. A strong, steady breeze 
from the southwest prevailed throughout the 
race, compelling most of the yachts to dispense 
with topsails and even to reef. The cathoats 
scudded along with peaks lowered. The start 
was from off Oak Point, 14 boatsin all crossin 
the line. The meepenetery gun was fired at 11:44, 
and it was followed by the three starting 

ns for the different classes at five-minute 
ntervals. The yachts got awayin the follow- 
ing order: Vision, Carrie Van Voorhis, Nyssa, 
Peerless, Comet, W. J. Cooper, Gussie, Bessie B., 
Sea, Bird, Truant, Captain, Little Dean, Singed 
Cat, and Henry C. 

The course for all but cathoats under 20 feet 
in length was to and around the Sard’s Point 
buoy and return. In the run out the Peerless 
carried away her topmast off Throg’s Neck, and 
the Vision lost her spinnaker boom. The Carrie 
Van Voorhis was the first to round the buoy at 
1:17:50, closely followed by the Nyssa, Truant, 
and Peerless. The homeward stretch was dead 
against the wind, and the Carrie Van Voorhis in- 
creased her lead over the rest of the fleet, arriv- 
ing at the home buoy at 3:38:50, her act- 
ual time for the 20-mile course being 3:01:10. 
She would have won two of the three special 
prizes given, the Commodore’s Cup for the yacht 
making the fasting actual time over the course, 
and the Arnold prize for the yacht making the 
fastest time with time allowance, had she rounded 
the home buoy on the starboard, asthe rules of 
the race decreed, instead of the port side. The 
judges ruled her out, so far as _ these two prizes 
were concerned; but allowed her to take her 
class prize. 

The Bessie B, in class C, not only took her 
class prize, beating the Comet, but also received 
the Commodore’s Cup and the Arnold prize. In 
class D the Truant won, and in class E the 
Harry C. The steamer Pomona was the judges’ 
boat, and followed the race.

SINKING A SOHOONER. 
STEAMBOAT MAGENTA IN COLLISION 
THE ENTRANCE TO NEWARK BAY. 

The steamboat Magenta, of the Stevens 
& Condit Line, running between Corey Island 
and Newark, left Coney Island on her homeward 
trip at 6:30 o’clock on Tuesday evening, carry- 
ing a very comfortable load of passengers. The 
boat stopped at Erastina, Staten Island, where a 
few more passengers boarded her, and then head- 
ed for Newark. When she got within a short dis- 
tance of the Bay Bridge, at the entrance to New- 
ark Bay, people on the forward deck saw a brick- 
laden schooner trying to go through the open 
draw. The tide was running pretty strong, and 
the schooner was having rather a hard time of 
it. The little vessel finally got through the 
same opening in the bridge that the Magenta 
was steering for—there are two—and then the 
pesseneare saw that a collision between the two 

oats was inevitable. 

The steamer was going at a pretty fair rate of 
speed, and when the schooner got through the 
draw the Magenta was not 100 yards away. 
Her course was not altered, nor were her en- 
gines reversed, until she was almost upon the 
schooner. Her bow struck the latter fairly 
amidships, and careened her over to one side 
considerably. Immediately there was a wild 

anic among the steamer’s passengers, and for a 
ew moments it looked as if trouble might fol- 
low, but as the schooner drifted by all right, and 
as the steamer didn’t seem to be hurt, the crowd 
came to its senses without any help, and the 
boat continued on her trip to Newark. 

At the company’s office, in Newark, yesterday, 
the accident was apparently eens as a huge 
joke. One of the owners said that Capt. White- 
field, of the Magenta, acted just as he should 
haye done in not altering his course. The tide 
in that spot runs oy oer across the opening 
in the bridge, and the Captain saw that unless he 
struck the schooner he would strike the bridge, 
and he preferred the schooner as less dangerous. 
Had he altered his course or slowed up the tide 
would have sent him against the bridge. Several 
passengers had a different opinion, and said it 
would have been easy to avoid a collision, as the 
ps ye had plenty of time to steer for the sec- 
ond draw. The damage done the steamer, the 
company say, is trifling. She made her regular 
trips yesterday. As to the schooner, it is not yet 
known what vessel she is.

GRAYLING EVERY TIME. 

The Atlantic and the Grayling had another 
spin down the Bay together yesterday after- 
noon. They started from the Bay Ridge steam- 
boat dock at 2:52 o’clock in a stiff breezefrom 
west-southwest. Both were close hauled on the 
starboard tack,and the Atlantic was pretty nearly 
abreast of the Grayling, but about a quarter of a 
mile to the leeward.

SIX MONTHS’ FORBOLOSUBZS. 


4 WORSE SHOWING THAN HAS BEEN 
MADE FOR MANY YEARS. 

Cuicaco, July 7.—The Railway Age, in an 
article on “ Foreclosare Sales and Receiverships 
for Six Months,” will say to-morrow: ‘‘ While the 
financial condition of the railroads ofthe United 
States has been gradually improving for the last 
two or three years, the results of the previous 
depression have continued to be shown 
in the closing out by foreclosure sale 
of many railway companies which had 
for some time been in the hands 


of the courts. The record of foreclosure sales 
for the year 1885 showed a large increase over 
the previous year, and that for the first six 
months of 1886 appears, onits face, still more 
discouraging. It is as follows: A total of 17 
roads, having a mile of 5,192 miles; bonded 
debt of $163,550,000; and capital stock of 
$128,070,000, 

‘‘Tt will be seen that on its face this is the 
worst showing which has been made in connec- 
tion with railway foreclospres during a cor- 
responding period for many years. It alread 
pr exceeds in respect to mileage and eapi- 

the record of foreclosures for the whole 
of 1885, when the number of roads 
was 22, with 3,156 miles of lines, and an 
apparent capital account of $278,494,000. 
In the previous year, 1874, foreclosure sales had 
reached the lowest aggregate for 10 years, only 
15 roads having been sold, and these mostly very 
short lines, aggregating only 710 miles, with the 
comparatively small capital of $23,500,000. 
was shown, however, that a new crop of Re- 
ceiverships was then coming in, and that fore- 
closure sales would inerease in the following 
years.

PHYSICIAN OF NEW-HAVEN. 

New-Havxn,,Conn.,.July-7.—The lawyen 
who were in theSuperior Court room this morn- 
ing‘avere surprised when Judge Stoddard ordered 
High Sheriff Gates to bring in the Grand Jury, 
and they were still more surprised when the 
Judge informed the jury that they ware to con- 
sider a case where a person was accused of mur- 
der by attempting to procure an abortion or mis- 
carTiage. Almost instantly every one knew that 
the jury would be called upon to investigate 
the circumstances surrounding the death of 
Sadie Heineman, a young and pretty wom- 
an who died at the New Haven. Hospital on 
April 2 under suspicious cireumstances. For a 
month after her death the case caused much dis- 
cussion and the interest in it partly died out be- 
cause no one believed that the State would ever 
bring a criminal prosecution against any one on 
account of the giri’s death. The first witness ex- 
amined to-day was Dr. M.-C. White, the medical 
examiner. Then came Dr. Francis Bacon, to 
whom it is believed the unfortunate girl made a 
confession on her deathbed. Kittie Heineman, a 
sister of Sadie, also testified, and so did Frank 
popes £ &@ young man popular! believed to be 
one of Sadie Heineman’s most intimate friends. 
At 3:15 the jury returned a true bill against Dr. 
Frank Gallagher for causing the death of Sadie 
Heineman. 

Dr. Gallagher, the accused physician, is about 
45 xonee old, andis tbe son of the Hon. James 
Gallagher, for years Chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. Dr. Gallagher was 
educated at the common and high schools, and 
later at the Yale Medical School, from which he 
graduated in 1864 with the degree of M.D. He 
almost immediately became prominent, his tal- 
ents as an elocntionist and bis liking for scciety 
helping him along wondestully. He had one of 
the largest visiting lists in the city, and be- 
sides was a leader in several secret soci- 
eties. Politically he was prominent, and at 
various times he held a number of public offices, 
In 1873 Dr, Gallagher was chosen Registrar of 
Vital Statistics. § opponent was Dr, E. L, Bis- 
sell. In 1874 and 1875 he was re-elected to the 
same Office. In the latter year he ran on the Re 

ublican ticket as well as on a split Democratic 
icket, and it was this action undoubtedly that 
defeated him in 1876, when he failed of an elee- 
tion. Dr. Gallagher was also Surgeon-General of 
the staff of the late Gov. Hubbard, and last year 
was Chairman of tne State Board of Pharmacy, 

Suspicion began to point to Dr. Gallagher soon 
after Sadio Heineman’s death, and about two 
months ago he left the city. Where he is now is 
not generally known, but it is probable that he is 
not far from New-York City, and itis expected 
that he will soon be in New-Haven. Sadie Heine- 
man had been sick at her father’s home on Dag- 
gett-street for some weeks before her death, and 
about the time she was first taken ill it is 
alleged that she called upon Dr. Gallagher. Aft- 
erward she was sent to the hospital by Dr. 
Fleischner, who was called in to attend her at her 
home, Frank ©. Bradley, who is anppenes to 
know something about the case, was hunted u 
in New-York by the detectives. He has h 
nothing to say about the case. 

Sadie Heineman was 26 years old. She was a 
brunette and decidedly good looking. She took 
a great deal of pleasure out of life and attended 
many of the dances, where she picked up a wide 
acquaintance with the bloods of the town and 
the Yale students. 


SUICIDE FROM A SOUND STEAMER.

to the audacious blackmailing practiced in 
some of them, and in pursuance of his in- 
structions a regular statement was made, by 
which they were divided into three cate- 
gories—first class agencies, second class 
agencies, and third class agencies, a classifi- 
cation, however, which is not absolute, as 
will appear later, but which I shall fol- 
low for the sake of convenience In 
the first-class agency no retaining fee 
is paid in advance, ‘but merely a 
written promise is taken to pay 5 
per cent.on the dowry after the marriage 
has been solemnized. In some cases both 
parties so contract, and the commission nets 
10 per cent. to the broker. The customers 
of these agencies are usually noblemen 
without fortune and Government function- 
aries out of office. This forthe gentleman 
clients. The ladies are recruited from the 
foreign residents, among wealthy orphans, 
and provincial widows. The second class 
agency is patronized by functionaries of in- 
ferior rank, half-pay officers, and bour- 
geoises in search of a husband. Here a re- 
tainer varying from 250f. to 500f. is always 
exacted, by way of a guarantee that the 
applicant means business. This sum, of 
course, is exclusive of the commission, 
but it is sometimes deducted from it 
as a concession to limited purses. The 
agonce de troisisme ordre is the one most 
patronized and the most interesting. Its spe- 
cialty is: ““Mariage avec tare,” marriage 
where there is a blemish on one side or the 
other, where one or the other of the parties 
considered is “off color.” Its customers 
are very numerous, and to it can be traced 
those advertisements on the fourth page of 
the Figaro and other newspapers where a 
husband is wanted for an “‘ orphan” with a 
million or two, or a “widow” with a tache 
de famille, in either case meaning a question- 
able previous life—a surreptitious child or a 
father who has been in the penitentiary. 
One of these advertisements, which is char- 
acteristic, I copy from the Petites Affiches: 
‘“Demandes en Mariage.—10,737.—Mariage 
—Divoreé, 42 ans, emploi annuel, 4,000f., 
bonne famille, grandes esperances, désire 
relations avec personne fortuné qu’il épou- 
serait plus tard. Rien des agences. P. P. 
Bureau Restant Madelaine. Donner renseig- 
nements et adresse exacte.” The phrase “rien 
des agences”—nothing in common with an 
agency—is simply a blind; as with all other 
cases, this emanates from from a matrimo- 
nial broker, and it was through one of those 
worthies that Prince Alphonse de Chimay, a 
andson of the notorious Theresia Cabarrus 
etter known as Mme. Tallien, contracte 
his union with Gabrielle Lejeune, the grand- 
daughter of a certain Michel, whose sobri- 
quet was the “Assassin,” once a distin- 
uished member of the banditti who, under 
the name of “Chauffeurs,” spread terror 
throughout France in the latter days of the 
Directoire. Gabrielle was a beautiful, well 
educated girl, but notwithstanding her ac- 
complishments the ancestral blemish closed 
society’s doors against her, and blood 
telling, as it usually does in the long 
run, she finally eloped with her but- 
ler, for whom she purchased a_ title, 
and with whom she wedded, after the Prince 
had obtained a divorce in Belgium, In this 
class of agencies there is no settled fee in 
advance. The amount so paid, in addition 
to the commission contracted for on the 
dowry, is proportional to the gravity of the 
tare and the necessity for celerity on either 
side. Advertisements ad_hoocare generally 
followed by the word Pressé. People in 
that situation are ordinarily in a hurry, and, 
as you may suppose, few such transactions 
are free from blackmail. I shall return to 
these three classes asI develop my theme, 
remindin, oan my readers that this classi- 
fication which the police has adopted is by 
no means absolute, and that agences de pre- 
miére ordre are very often in collaboration 
with those of ostensibly an inferior position. 
In other words, in all there is a deal of 
swindling done. ba. ik 
In addition to these regular matrimonial 
laboratories, which pay for their licenses, 
there are others where,in order to avoid 
the tax, and especially in order to avoida 
qualification that has an ugly sound to it, 
their managers eschew the contgneetes 
together, and which are conducted by ladies, 


sometimes of birth and social standing, who 


so operate as to keep up their position. 
“This is not an agency,” they will tell you; 
“itis a drawing room where none but re- 
spectable persons are received. We receive 
much company, we have a large circle of ac- 
quaintances,and if those who meet here fancy 
each other, they acknowledge their obliga- 


tions to us.” And not only are these clandes- 


tine brokeries but also the licensed ones man- 


aged by women, and you can scarcely form 
an idea, unless you have seen them at work, 
of the shrewdness, the wiliness, the infinite 
tact that they display; how they wheedle 
and coax the postulant into admiration of 
the bride for whom they destine him; how 
full of forethought they are with anxious 
mammas; how severe and prudish they are 
with the young ladies; no one could possi- 
bly entertain even a passing impression of 
distrust for the purity and disinterestedness 
of their intentions; they would gladly unite 
hearts gratis, but then, you know, times 
are so bad! It must be admitted also that 
these people are obliged to spend a good 
deal of money—those who do not avow their 
profession in entertainments where flies 
and spiders are neongnt together; the others 
in drummers who beat up customers. In 
one of the former, kept by the ex-Abbé Z., 
an unfrocked ecclesiastic, to which I was 
taken by a gentleman in search of ad- 
ventures, I saw several young men, whom I 
have met in good society, seemingly on inti- 
mate terms with the managers, and one or 
two ladies, whose presence certainly sur- 
prised me, as they might and do go else- 
where. “Don’t be astonished,” explained 
to me my introducer, as we were coming 
away; “not more than half a dozen of the 
guests are there to get married, but there is 
& dearth of young aspirants with good 
names and titles; three out of four of those 
copurchies and gommeux are paid to show 
themselves; they receive from 2008. to 500f. 
a month as ornaments and baits; of course, 
if they meet a desirable parti they are free 
to_go on the list, but it is not obligatory. 
e four most important of the first class 
agencies, and relatively the most respecta- 
ble, are Mme. B.’s in the Rue de Provence 
which purchased de Foy’s good-will an 
fixtures, one in the Ruede Varennes, patron- 
ized by the clericals, another in the Rue 
ondorcet, and the Alliance des Familles in 
e Rue Milton. e last named and the 
most original I have visited. It is situated 
on the second floor of a house, of which the 
exterior resembles an insurance administra- 
tion. Within isa vestibule, an office with 
desks and an iron safe, and beyond this 
room a parlor, quietly furnished, in which 
the director receives applicants, I should 
say the ‘administration délégué” receives 
them, as the director is a directress, and 
canonly be interviewed on special occasions. 
As the mechanism of this establishment is 
remarkably ingenious I shall give it in 
extenso, as given to me by the said adminis- 
trator, premising that no mystery is made

“ A merchant, active, in good health, speaking 
anguages, capital 20,000f., saving 
12,000f. per annum, will marry an orphan, 
or a Gemoicelle, a good housekeeper, whose fort- 
roportional. Write toinitials C. D. 5,780, 
(8¢.) ” 

I quote further: 

“To correspond with either of the above ad- 
vertisers the agency will furnish you with a 
special envelope on which inscribe the address 
and put a postagestamp. Itis transmitted by 
the agency, under a second envelope, to the 
party or parties concerned. The reply, if you 
desire to receive it through the same channel, is 
sent by us to whatever address you may be 
pleased to indicate. You are at liberty to write 
to several persons at the same time, provided 
you always make use of our envelopes in all cor- 
respondence through our administration. Three 
of these envelopes are forwarded with every 
fresh issue of our paper to our regular subscrib- 
ers. The number which appears upon the back 
of the envelope is the number of your —- 
tion, and, in order to avoid errors, all correspond- 
ence through the channel of our administration 
you are requested to repeat it, unless you should 
prefer to give your direst address.” 

These precautions are taken to prevent 
anything like indiscretion until the parties 
are duly presented to each other, and not 
unfrequently, I am assured, the real names 
are, before that moment, unknown even to 
the broker. The cost of inscription is 50f., 
which are taken out in advertisements, and, 
should the negotiations amount to nothing, 
are the profits of the agency; if they be 
successful, a contract for 5 per cent. on the 
fortunes of one or both of the postulants is 
drawn up and signed separately by each on 
the eve of the presentation. Such is the 
modus operandi preparatory to the opening 
of the campaign and, from the assurances 
of the police agent who enlight- 
ened me generally concerning the 
“matrimonial profession,” I should 
judge that everythin managed by 
the people of the Rue Milton is, as far as 
poomible, honest and _ honorable, Mme. 

ousset will have naught todo with any 
one whose past and present status is not 
absolutely above suspicion. She confesses 
that as regards her lady customers she is 
sometimes taken in, not having the same 
means to ascertain their probity and re- 
spectability as where a man is concerned. 
She gets as many points as she can and al- 
lows, I should say urges, the suitor to 


verify them and, as she says: ‘“‘ You can- 
not expect me to do more, can — ?” But 
with the men she is of “‘ legendary sever- 


ity.” She has all the private inquiry offices 
in Paris, every private detective, and 
a great many Government detectives 
at her disposal, and through the 
clerks of the Registrar’s _ office 
and the Mortgages Bureau, and the 
employes of notaries, solicitors, and bailiffs 
can ascertain the exact figures and the = 
cise situation of every client’s alleged fort- 
une. In short, if a matrimonial agency 
can be recommended at all this Alliance des 
Familles seems to offer excellent guaran- 
tees and may render genuine services, not- 
withstanding the natural repugnance which 
such mediums must excite, especially 
among ladies. And here allow me to repeat 
that, in the majority of cases, neither the 
bride-elect, nor her relatives know that an 
agency has worked the entire oracle, I re- 
fer, of course, to the relations which are 
established by the intermediary of respecta- 
ble pecncies, such as those which I have 
cited. 

In Parisian society there are at least a 
score of impeccable, unimpeachable fami- 
lies who, to keep up their social position, 
are subsidized by matrimonial agencies. 
They speculate upon their names, their sit- 
uations, their acquaintances; they hire out 
their drawing rooms and their guests. They 
receive a great deal of company and present 
to each other such persons as are designated 
to them by the broker, and, in addition to 
their monthly subvention, are remunerated 
from the commission after the marriage 
has been celebrated. Now, these people 
are above suspicion, and the men 
who go to their houses, if they do 
suspect, which is by no means sure, would 
hesitate to avow the means employed by 
them to obtain a wife. There is a lady in 
the Faubourg St. Honoré, a Levantine by 
birth, who has no other means of support, 
and who entertains for that purpose every 
Monday evening, a fact which I learne 
through the indiscretion of one of her 
daughters in a moment of anger with a 
widow who had refused to pay the 
commission, and in 1875 a wedding, at 
which assisted the then Chief Executive of 
France, Marshal MacMahon, was so ar- 
ranged by the person who keeps the Rue de 
Provence establishment, and who has in her 

ossession a letter of thanks addressed to 
her by the husband, co. 2. 


“ENGLISH AS SHE IS WROTD.” 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I was much interested in the article of 
William Drysdale under this caption that ap- 
peared in Tu Tres of the 3d inst. I agree 
with your correspondent as to the impropriety 


of many of the pronunciations set forth in Web- 


ater’s Dictionary, and especially doT agree with 


him as to the folly of employing a German to 
teach Englishmen and Americans how to pro- 
nounce their mother tongue. He is unfortunate, 
however, in his choice of examples illustrative 


of the corrupting Influence of the foreign savant. 
He erroneously attributes the pronunciation of 


the substantive rise as riee to this source. On 


the contrary, this is so given in accordance with 
old and indisputable English authority. I have 


before me an edition of Johnson and Walker’s 
Dictionary, published in 1829, in which I read as 
follows under the noun rise: 

“This word very properly takes the pure sound of 
¢ to distinguish it from the verb, but dogs not adhere 
to this distinction so inviolably ag the nouns use 
excuse, &c., for we sometimes hear ‘the rise and fa! 
of the Roman Empire,’ ‘the rise and fall of provis- 
ions,’ &c., with © like z. The pure s, however, 
is more agreeable to analogy, and ought to be scru- 
pulously preserved in these bhrases by all correct 
speakers.” 

Mr. Drysdale also attributes to the German col- 
laborator the pronunciation of squalor as squay- 
lor, On turning to Johnson and Walker I find the 

ronunciation given is skwa-lur, the a marked as 

njale. It seems to me also that your correspond- 
ent trips in declaring that the spelling kidnaped 
is ‘Prussian English.” This spelling may be 
wrong, and certainly Johnson and Walker im- 
plies that it should be kid (it gives kid- 
mapper) but the change in spelling seems to me 
to be due to what is how the rule accepted b 
many English-speaking lexicographers and writ.

NEWBURGS MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 
Newsure, N. Y., July 7.—On motion of 
Alderman Kelly, the Newburg Common Council 


last evening voted unanimously to authorize 
Mayor Odell to offer a reward of $500 for the de- 


tection and punishment of the person er persons 
who murdered Isaac G. White in this city on last 
Sunday afternoon. At 2 o’clock this morning 
Newburg officers arrested John Hays, of New- 
burg, at his home, on suspicion of complicity in 


the murder of White. Hays is the second one ar- 
rested, the other being Martin J. Kelly. Like 
Kelly, he is a bridge bandit, with an unsavory 
reputation, his age being but 19 years. Last 
night at the inquest Edwin T. Decker, a young 
man of 20, got himself into trouble by giving tes- 
timony which the jury believed to be untrue. 
His memory and his vision were also very poor, 
and he was sent tojail until he could recollec 
certain facts that, ought to be well known to 
him. This will probably be the third murder in 
Newburg since last October. The first was that 
of Capt. Edward O’Brien, of Canarsie, who was 
shot in October.

BAD FOR THE HOP GROWEBS. 


‘ 
VERMIN DESTROYING THE CROP, BUT NO 
FAMINE EXPECTED. 

WATERVILLE, N. Y., July 7.—Failure is 
written upon every hop yard in this vicinity, the 
centre and richest portion of the hop district of 
New-York. Trustworthy reports from every 
county in which hops are cultivated are of the 
same despondent character. In ofdinary years 
when the grower talks of vermin in his vines the 
dealer says: “‘Oh, you have some of last year’s 
hops to sell,” and grower and dealer agree now 
that blight has fallen upon the ‘crop, and if all 
the vermin should disappear to-morrow not half 
an ordinary yield would be realized. Whoever 
doubts has but to use his eyes. Driving in 
any direction from this village one sees 
uniformly a good growth of vines; he 
notices many yellow leaves, and often 
an appearance of withering vine from the 
ground to a height of 2 to 5 feet; above the 
leaves are curling up,a sign of exhaustion; over all 
the surface of the leaves glisten in the sunlight, 
the forest of vines sparkling as thongh a shower 
had passed or the morning’s dew were fresh upon 
the leaves. This is the dreaded honey dew. It 
tells of wounding and bleeding, Looking up the 
under side every leaf is covered with the vermin. 
They are 60 small that a thousand can work an 
individual claim on asingle medium-sized leaf. 
In many yards here they crowd one another, and 
are found in layers twoand three deep. The 

rick the veins of the leaves and the life bloo 

ows. The hot sun of these latter days draws it 
out in greater abundance and it drops to the 
ground. These vermin come with amazing 
quickness. A yard virtually clean Saturday 
night is often found hopelessly infested Monday 
morning. 

The lice have come unusually early this year, 
and under conditions which old growers say have 





hot, muggy weather day and night. A dry at- 
mosphere, though warm, with cool nights has 
been regarded as pretty good assurance agaiust 
vermin. There has been no muggy weather to 
speak of. Before the present week there has 
been no really hot weather, and the nights have 
been uniformly cool. Yet the lice are here, and 
in quantities not known before in a good many 
years, 15 at least. They have already in- 
jured the vine 60 seriously that if they should dis- 
appear to-morrow there is only lifo enough left 
to produce a light and very inferior fruitage. 
The Humphrey variety is at the beginning of 
blossoming. As soon as the buggppens the ver- 
min leave the leaf in preferenct*Yor the more 
succulent feeding, and the hop is either killed or 
given only a puny and valueless life. 

Mr. Tracey W. Conger, of T. W. Conger &, Co., 
growers and dealers, who have about 70 acres of 
vine in the town of Marshall, said on Monday 
that with immediate relief he would “ hope for 
half a crop at the best, but if the march of ruin 
continues during the present week our yard will 
be a total failure, and we are no worse off than 
our neighbors.” An Onondaga County grower 
was quoted here the same day as offering the en- 
tire yield of his 65 acres to anybody who will 
strip and stack the poles and burn the vines. 

The price of old hops in this market responds 
to the blighted cies pee of the growing crop.

There are a great many old hops in first or seo- 
ond hands; enough, with an average production 
abroad and on the Pacific, to prevent anything 
like a repetition of 1882.” Others say that the 
failure of New-York to produce its average of 
180,000 bales must have a very decided effect on 
the market. Prices have more than doubled @ur- 
ing the last three weeks.

RACING IN HOT WEATHER 


END OF THE SUMMER MBPTING 
AT OFDARHURST. 
GEORGE WORK OUTRIDES FOXHALL 
KEENE IN TWO CONTESTS—A CHAPTER 
OF MINOR ACCIDENTS. 

Cedarhurst’s Summer racing meeting was 
brought to a close yesterday. It was hot out on 
that pretty course, and the sun sent its rays in 
such a searching manner through man and beast 
as to send ‘streams of perspiration rolling down 
both horses and riders as they raced over an 
oven-like track. Not a breath of air came up 
from the ocean. Umbrellas and sunshades were 
abandoned by the hundred or two ladies present 
at the clubhouse. They seemed to attract rather 
than repel heat. It was easier to sit and swelter 
than to try and hold a parasol or wield a fan. 

The betting den was packed with a hatless, 
coatless, perspiring, and swearing mob, who, in 
an atmosphere of over 100° Fahrenheit, would 
insist upon wagering their money in the hope of 
getting enough in return to enable them to go to 
the seashore or mountains, away from the city’s 
heat: The police were too thoroughly parbotled 
to interfere with either the bookmaking or 
mutual pool betting, which was carried on open- 
ly and without restraint. The day’s racing was 
rather tame and one-sided throughout. 

George Work and Foxhall Keene first tried 
conclusions in the opening race, a hunters’ hur 
dle race of a mile and a half, over eight hurdles. 
The former was mounted on the Long Island 
Stable’s ch. g. Pawnee, and Mr. Keene waa upon 
the favorite, the Queens County Stable’s b. g. 
Zangbar. Mr. T. Hitchcock, Jr., was on the only 


other competitor, P. F. Collier’s br. g. Response. 
The interest centred in the riding of the two 
first named, who have been more successful as 
—— riders than any others hereabout. 

Tr. Work had _ everythin his own way 
from start to finish, with Response run- 
ning in second place until just before the last 
hurdle was reached, when Mr. Keene sent Zang- 
bar ahead under the whip and = in a futile 
attempt to overtake Pawnee. . Work had 
held his animal well in hand, however, and easily 
made his winning run down the stretch, passing 
by the grand stand two lengths in front of Zang- 
bar, who led Response by half a dozen lengths. 
Pawnee was not thought well of by the book- 
makers, who laid two andahalf to one against 
him. In the Paris mutuals he was thought so 
little of that five-dollar tickets on him paid $47 50. 

The second race, the Midsummer Stakes, about 
a mile on the fiat, brought out five starters, all 
ridden by professional jockeys. The starters, 
with their jockeys, were the br. f. Soprano, F. 
McLaughlin; b. g. Blizzard, Barrett; ch. f. Del- 
aware, M. Lynch; b. g. Leroy, W. Lynch, and 
ch. g. Alfonso, P. Meany. The latter horse jumped 
away in the lead, but held it fora few moments 
only, Blizzard slipping to the front before the 
first eighth wasrun. Going down tho hill, just 
beyond Mr. Cheever’s house, Alfonso fell back to 
the rear, where he remained, with Leroy just 
ahead of him. The racers from this on were led 
by Blizzard until just before entering the home 
stretch. Then Soprano e her run, cut down 
Delaware, and collared Blizzard coming into the 
stretch. The two raced éven for 50 Py and 
then Soprano came away, winning by two lengths 
from Blizzard, with Delaware a half dozen 
lengths in the rear. Bookmakers gave odds of 
two and a haifto one — the winner, and 
Paris mutuals paid $26 60. 

Bookmakers showed good judgment in the 
handicap for polo ponies when they backed 
Cedarhurst to win inst the field at odds of 
seven to five. Mr. Work rode him from start to 
finish ahead of the other two, who competed in 
the half mile dash. The only racing there was 
was between Zickafoo, ridden by Mr. Thorn, who 
led for a quarter ofa mile and then gave way to 
Mermaid, ridden a Mr, Lloyd, who finished in 
second place, two lengths in front of Zickafoo. 
Cedarhurst finished in a canter, andin the mut- 
ual pools he paid $7 10 for $5.

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A RAILROAD BILL VETOED. 
WasHISGTON, July 7.—The President to-day 
sent to the Senate without his approval the bill 
granting to railroads the right of way through the 
Indian reservation in Northern Montana. “The 
reservation referred to,” the President says, 
“ stretches across the extreme northern part of Mon- 
tana Territory, with British America for its north- 
ern boundary. It contains an area of over 30,000 
square miles. It is dedicated to Indian occupancy 
by treaty of Oct. 17,1855, and act of Congress of 


April 15, 1874. No railroads are within im- 
médiate approach to its boundaries, and only ofe, 


as shown on recent ps, is under construction in 
the neighborhood leading in its direction. The sur- 
rounding coun is sparsely settled, and I have been 


unable to ascertain that the necessities of commerce 


general right of way 
for railroads through this Indian reservation. The 
Indian occupants have not given their consent to it, 
neither have they been consulted ceqareas it, nor 
is there any provision in it for securing their con- 


sent or eement to the location or construc- 
tion ais upon theirlands. * * * If 
the United States must exercise its right of 


eminent domain over the Indian territories for the 
eneral welfare of the whole country it should be 
né cautiously, with due regard for the interests of 
the Indians and to no greater extent than the ex- 
igencies of the public service require.” The Presi- 
ent then states that bills tending somewhat in the 
direction of this general character of legislation af- 
fecting the rights of the Indians reserved them by 
— stipulations have been presented to him dur- 
ng the present session of Congress which have re- 
ceived his reluctant approval, though he is by no 
means certain that a mistake has not been made in 
passing such laws without providing for the con- 
sent to such grants by the Indian occupants and 
otherwise more closely uarding their rights and 
interests. ‘I hoped,” the President says, “that 
each of these bills, as it received my approval, would 
be the last of the kind presented.” ® says in con- 
clusion: ‘‘The bill now before me is much more 
ca in its terms than those which have preceded 
t. * * * It ignores the right of the Indians to be 
consulted as to the disposition of theirlands. * * * 
It invites a general invasion of the Indian country. 
* * * Tam impressed with the belie? that the bill 
under consideration does not sufficiently nard 
ageinst an invasion of the rights and a disturbance 
the peace and quiet of the Indians on the reserva- 
tion mentioned; nor am I satisfied that the legisla- 
tion proposed is demanded by any exigency of the 
public welfare.”

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day in this city, slightly cooler, fair 
weather, northerly winds, becoming variable. 

The Republican members of the House 
are making a serious mistake if they sup- 
pose any political capital is to be made by 
denouncing the President’s vetoes of private 
pension bills. So many of these measures 
are obviously without merit and mere at- 
tempts to bestow gratuities upon favored 
persons who have no real claim upon 
the bounty of the Government that 
the President’s action will be more 
applauded the more attention is called 
to the grounds upon which it is 
based. There is no use in trying to gloss 
over the fact that these bills have been re- 
ported and passed by the wholesale with 
very little attention to the merits of in- 
dividual cases, and that the President has 
made a conscientious effort to sift them and 
to throw out only those for which there is 
no reasonable excuse. He has bestowed 
much time and care to prevent the estab- 
lishing of mischievous precedents and the 
making of unjust discriminations in favor 
of those who have secured backing for un- 
worthy claims. For this he is entitled to 
commendation and not censure, and from 
the people he will get it. 














Dr. HOLMEs once compared the mind of a 
bigot to the pupil of the eye, because the 
more light you let in on it the more it con- 
tracts. This applies clearly to the mind of 
Mr. JACKSON, member of Congress from the 
Twenty-fourth District of Pennsylvania. 
This gentleman’s mind, under the influence 
of the flood of light. that has been spread 
abroad regarding the swindling pension 
bills vetoed by the President, has contract- 
ed till he can seein Mr. CLEVELAND only a 
man “ who does not prepose that any Union 
soldiers shall be pensioned if he can avoid 
jt.” This is the first instance we have seen 
of anything quite so contemptible on this 
subject outside of the Indiana journals and 
the New-York Tribune. Mr. JACKSON ought 
to be retired to the wholesome obscurity of 
private life until his mind has a chance to 
expand. 





Tt seems that it was the irrepressible (we 
had almost written irresponsible) Mr. Hzw- 
irr who made all the fuss about the 
four New-York members’ names being on the 
yea list for the Bartholdi Statue bill when 
they had not voted. There was a general 
freeing of minds on the subject yesterday. 
In the first place, Mr. Hewitt explained that 
he had examined the tally list and the names 
-yere there. Then Mr. T. J. CAMPBELL de- 
clared that he had voted for the bill. Then 
Messrs. FELIX CAMPBELL and B.Iss, of 
Kings, declared that they had not voted at 
all. Mr. MAHONEY was not heard from. Soit 
will be perceived that the case is no clearer 
than before, which frequently happens after 
one of Mr. HEwItTT’s explanations. As there 
was no one to quarrel about the matter it was 
“ dropped.” But why? Why isit any less 
discreditable to the House that votes which 
were never cast should get on the tally list 
than that they should be changed in the 
Record? The latter must have been done by 
an employé; the former may have been, 
end probably was, done by members. 








Messrs. HavuGHTON and Morris have 
finally consented that the Excise Commis- 
sioners of this city shall have possession of 
the office and records of the board without 
the formality of a legal proceeding. This 
consent was accompanied by an agreement 
that the question whether the Commission- 
” .ers appointed by the Mayor according tolaw 
constitute the Board of Excise or whether 
the ex-Commissioners whose terms ¢x- 
pired. more than two months ago are 





the board, in spite of such appointment, 
shall be determined by the courts, The 
Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the Con- 
“troller, the Police Commissioners, the Attor- 
ney-General of the State, and the Governor 
have arrayed themselves on the side of the 
validity of the existing law, while Messrs. 
HAUGHTON and Morris have stood prac- 
tically alone in contending that it was no 
law. The courts will probably have no dif- 
ficulty in settling the question, and it will 
be surprising if they take the Haughton- 
Morris view of the Constitution and the laws. 


No Tory can have hoped, and no Liberal 
have feared, for such a majority against 
home rule as will be found in the next 
House of Commons. If the Conservatives 
had the other requisites for carrying on the 
Government, the prime requisite of Par- 
liamentary support would be assured to 
them. But they have no programme, no 
policy, and no leader. The Irish question is 
not only the uppermost question in British 
politics—it is so overpowering that there 
cannot be said to be any other, and it is 
likely to remain uppermost until it is set- 
tled unless a foreign complication inter- 
venes. The next question in order after 
it is the disestablishment of the Eng- 
lish Church, and with that the Tories 
are even less prepared to deal affirmatively 
than with the Irish question itself. Upon 
the Irish question their attitude is one of 
dogged and inert opposition. Even Lord 
SALISBURY would not affirm that the 
social condition of Ireland just now would 
justify the beginning of a new Govern- 
ment with a series of measures for co- 
ercion, much less making an issue of such 
measures. The real hope of the Tories is 
for the death of Mr. GLADSTONE, when they 
have some reason for believing that the 
Liberals will be nearly as acephalous as 
they are themselves. 








The fighting which has been reported 
between Turks and Montenegrins on 
the frontier does not seem to be serious. 
The Turks concerned are represented to be 
irregular troops, and the Montenegrins are 
very likely peasantry. The intimate rela- 
tions between Russia and Montenegro and 
the latter’s pretensions in the Balkan Penin- 
sula always make the attitude of the little 
State important, even if Turkey keeps afoot 
ten soldiers to her one. Prince NIKITA was 
received with extraordinary honors in St. 
Petersburg last Winter, and Montenegro 
seems to keep on hand a chronic frontier 
misunderstanding with the Porte, for use 
when required. During the present Spring, 
also, Austria watched rather closely the 
plans for constructing a post at Antivari. 
But the skirmishing on the Turkish frontier 
appears to have no political bearing or for 
the present to threaten any extension of 
trouble. 








Tur Times yesterday commented upon 
the plan by which it is proposed to compel 
1,500 persons employed in the Custom 
House to buy uniforms of a dealer at a 
price fixed by the dealer and by somebody 
representing the Collector. As the story 
was told by the men whose pay had been 
confiscated it seemed almost incredible, and 
we.expected that some explanation would 
be made that would relieve the scandal. 
No such explanation has yet been of- 
fered, and it may fairly be assumed 
that there is none to offer. Unexplained, the 
transaction appears as a bargain between a 
clothier and some person having authority 
in the Custem House to divide money un- 
lawfully obtained from persons employed 
there. For 25 years at least, no Collector 
of this port has been implicated in so 
scandalous an affair. There can be no 
doubt that it ought to cost Mr. HEDDEN 
his head, whether his personal share 
in it was real or merely formal; 
and there is no reason to doubt that it will. 
The silence of the parties to the bargain is 
one of the strangest circumstances of it. It 
seems as if they had imagined that the pay 
of 1,500 men could be docked for two 
months without authority, without exciting 
any public comment, and that when the ex- 
posure came they were entirely unprepared 
to meet it. 


INVESTIGATING SQUIRE. 

Commissioner SQUIRE having admitted 
that the books and papers of his depart- 
ment, which the Commissioners of Accounts 
are desirous of examining, are in his own 
custody and not in that of his subordinates, 
he has been called upon to appear before the 
Commissioners to-day and produce them. 
With an arrogance and ignorance peculiar 
to himself Mr. SqurRE on Tuesday informed 
the Commissioners of Accounts that they 
had no power to call upon his department or 
any of its subordinates for any statement, 
account, or calculation bearing upon its 
operations. He made his denial of their 
powers so sweeping as to amount to an at- 
tempt to nullify the law defining their 
duties so far as the Department of Public 
Works is concerned. 

It so happens that there is no doubt what- 
ever regarding the authority and the duty 
of the Commissioners of Accounts to make 
the inquiry upon which they are engaged, or 
of their power to summon the head of any 
department, or his subordinates, as witnesses 
and to command them to produce any books 
and papers in their keeping which may bear 
upon the subject of inquiry. The Commission- 
ers were created for the very purpose of mak- 
ing such investigations, and it is their 
duty to make “such special examinations of 
the accounts and methods of the depart- 
ments and offices of the City and County 
Government as the Mayor may from 
time to time direct.” Full power is 
given to them to compel the attendance of 
witnesses and the production of such books 
and documents as may be needed in their 
investigations. It is furthermore specific- 
ally provided that a refusal to obey their 
subpoenas may be punished as contempt by 
fine and imprisonment. It is not at all un- 
likely that Mr. SQUIRE was quite ignorant of 
the law in this matter, and supposed himself 
to be beyond the reach of investigation. He 
has doubtless been acting on that supposi- 
tion, and has therefore the more reason to 
be alarmed at the prospect of an inquiry 
into the methods and accounts of his office. 

It has long been a matter of common 
knowledge among those better informed 
than Mr. Seurrz that the Commissioners of 





Accounts have been engaged in a series of 


examinations in the departments of the City 
and County Government. The Commission- 
er of Public Works is the first public officer 
who has presumed to question their author- 
ity or attempted to throw any obstacle in 
their way. It is a matter of course that any 
efficient and honest officer will gladly throw 
open his office to the fullest inquiry in or- 
der that he may have the benefit of the 
approval that would come from its 
examination. Any one who objects is 
naturally suspected of having something to 
conceal. Commissioner SQUIRE is doubtless 
conscious of the fact that his administra- 
tion of the Department of Public Works 
will not bear scrutiny, and he is therefore 
anxious to avoid it. But the law is inex. 
orable and the powers of the Commissioners 
of Accounts are beyond all question, and he 
‘will have to accept the alternative of per- 
mitting the light to be thrown upon his offi- 
cial operations or of resisting the plain pro- 
visions of the law. Whichever horn of the 
dilemma he accepts he is in danger of being 
severely gored. 

We have already a little jight on Mr. 
SQUIRE’s methods in the exposure which he 
could not prevent of the manner in which 
he has supervised the Fifth-avenue paving 
job. Nothing has been done since the expos- 
ure to bring that work up to the require- 
ments of the contract. We notice a state- 
ment attributed to Controller Lorw that 
there has been an improvement in that work. 
It is scarcely visible to the naked eye. The 
ground is prepared in the same negligent 
way. The same coarse yellow gravel and 
rotten stone are used in preparing the con- 
crete. The granite blocks are still irregular 
in thickness and are laid with crevices in 
many places an inch or more in width. 
There is‘no evidence that the supervision of 
the Department of Public Works is of the 
least value. There is no doubt that the same 
incompetency and negligencs characterize 
the other operations of the department, 
while there are concealed abuses for which 
there is no opportunity in supervising a 
public contract like this. 

There is a great need of a searching exam- 
ination into the doings of Mr. SQuiIRE’s de- 
partment, and it should be prosecuted with 
the utmost vigor. Any attempt of the 
Commissioner to hinder or defeat it will 
only add another to the many grounds 
already believed to exist for ousting him 
from the office which he disgraces. The 
outrage perpetrated in foisting such a reck- 
less adventurer into one of the most im- 
portant and responsible offices of the City 
Government can only be atoned for by turn- 
ing him out in disgrace. His only safety is 
in secrecy and darkness, but his office belongs 
to the public, and not to him, and the light 
should be turned upon its dark places. 








VEAZEY AND OTHERS. 

The forthcoming report of the Civil 
Service Commissioners on the conduct of 
ex-Postmaster VEAZEY, of Baltimore, will 
have much interest outside of that city. 
VEAZEY, in his impudent letter to the com- 
mission, referring to the investigation that 
had been made, declares that its ‘‘ purpose 
was not to attack me, but to alarm the few 
Democratic Federal officers throughout the 
country who possess the powers of appoint- 
ment and removal.” The cause of the 
“alarm” which VEAZEY foresaw lay in the 
charge brought against him in Mr. LYMAN’s 
report as follows: ‘‘ With two or three ex- 
ceptions all the persons to the number of 
nearly 300 thus selected and appointed were 
Democrats, known by the Postmaster to be 
Democrats, and appointed because they were 
such.” To this statement VEAZEY replied: 
“‘T take pride and pleasure in informing your 
honorable board that it is quite true, and I 
am glad to have been able to accomplish 
such gratifying results without affecting the 
efficiency of the postal service. I am sure 
that my course in this respect has met the 
approval, not only of Democrats, but also of 
all fair-minded Republicans, and I shall not 
concern myself as to the views of mug- 
wumps.” 

Here, then, is the case in a nutshell. 
VEAZEY violated the rules, which until 
changed have the force of law by the ex- 
press provision of the statute of 1883. He 
appointed Democrats because they were Dem- 
ocrats, and discriminated against Republic- 
ans because they were Republicans. And 
he is so sure that “Democratic Federal offi- 
cers throughout the country” are doing the 
same thing that he regards any investiga- 
tion of his course as intended to alarm his 
fellow-Democratic officials. His view of the 
conduct of these gentlemen is confirmed by 
the New-York World so far as concerns the 
largest Federal office in the country, the 
Custom House at the port of New-York. 
That journal remarked yesterday morning, 
under the significant heading of “Evading 
the Law:” 


“Ttseems to be conceded that preparations 
are being made for a grand sweep, if not a clean 
sweep, at the New-York Custom House which 
shall put out of office many of the present Re- 
publican employés and put into office as many 
expectant Democrats.” 

And Mr. VEAzxy is mistaken in thinking 
that this course of conduct is approved by 
“all Democrats.” On the contrary, the 
World, which is easily leader of the Demo- 
cratic press in this city and State, utterly 
condemns it. It declares that— 

“Three hundred and three removals or 8 re- 
movals or 1 removal out of 1,538 Republican 
office holders, if made for the sole purpose of 
turning a Republican out and putting a Demo- 
crat in, must necessarily be in antagonism with 
Mr. CLEVELAND’s declaration. .That declaration 
was that the removal of public officers ‘ discon- 
nected with the policy of an Administration,’ 
although ‘not within the letter of the civil serv- 
ico statute,’ should ‘not be made during the 
terms for which they were appointed solely on 
partisan grounds and for the purpose of putting 
in their places those who are in political accord 
with the appointing power.’ 


“The plain fact seems to be that the Custom 
House is so managed as to keep the word of 
promise to the ear of civil service reform and 
break it to the hope. The civil service law is not 
to be demolished by assault, but to be weakened 
by undermining. Mr. CLEVELAND’s declaration 
against the removal of any of the Republican in- 
cumbents ‘solely on partisan grounds’ is not to 
be (rudely repudiated, but gently ignored. The 
pretense is to be made that the letter of the law 
is obeyed, while no pretense can be made that 
the spirit of the law is not violated. 

“This will not do. Such policy would be fatal 
to a reform Administration if it should meet with 
the sanction or even be submitted to by the 
President, A frank admission that a policy laid 
down in th had been found to be impossible 
in practice while the proportion of representa-

tion in the public service in the Custom Honse is 
1,233 Republicans to 308 Democrats, after more 
than a year and a quarter of Democratic rule, 
would be manly and commendable. But the Ad- 
ministration cannot afford to allow the Custom 
House to secretly and treacherously ignore a 
principle of reform to which it still professes to 
adhere. Mr. CLEVELAND cannot afford to close 
his eyes while Collector HEDDEN quietly brings 
the Custom House back to the old system that 
prevailed under its worst partisan days.” 

This is an important statement, coming 
from the source it does, both as to the facts, 
which Tue Trmzgs has brought to light, and 
which are conceded by the chief Demo- 
cratic organ, and as to the doctrine, which is 
by no means that of VEAzry and HEpDEN, 
but which we have no doubt will be found 
to be that of the President. Mr. VEAzry will 
find, too, when he receives the report of the 
Civil Service Commission on his case that 
at least the two Democrats on that commis- 
sion do not agree with his view of the law. 
We shall await their report with much in- 
terest. Asthe World makes very plain, it 
will have a direct application to the class 
who, Mr. VEAZEY believes, will be “alarmed” 
by the proceedings against him. 


THE PORTLAND VESSELS. 


Although the owners of the three Port- 
land fishing schooners which have just been 
fined $400 each in Shelburne Harbor and 
held for payment have sent a memorandum 
of the facts to Washington it is doubtful 
whether they will get much relief or conso- 
lation from that quarter. These vessels 
were fined for violating, not the fishery 
laws of the Dominion, but ordinary cus- 
toms regulations, which not even regularly 
registered vessels of any country ignore. It 
is not understood that our Government pro- 
poses to stand in judgment against foreign 
port regulations as to making entry at the 
Custom House, when it enforces similar regu- 
lations in its own harbors in order to secure 
proper police control of them, as well as to 
prevent smuggling. 

On this point Secretary BAYARD’s recent 
letter to Capt. JESSE LEWIS, the owner of the 
schooner D. J. Adame, of Gloucester, which 
was seized at Digby, is suggestive. It right- 
ly expresses sympathy for Capt. LEwIs, who 
had forbidden his skipper to take the Adams 


into any Nova Scotia port, and had, as he. 


supposed, clinched the prohibition by not 
obtaining a touch and trade permit for her. 
But the letter is carefully guarded, and the 
most that the State Department hopes, it 
appears, is to “secure from molestation 
those American fishermen who, obeying the 
injunctions of their own Government re- 
specting subordination to the laws of for- 
eign Governments, keep within the laws of 
their own country.” It may be doubted 
whether this includes the case of any Amer- 
ican vessel seized this year.. Not one of 
those seized, it is believed, whether armed 
with a home Collector’s touch and trade per- 
mit or not, reported to the Canadian cus- 
toms authorities before attempting to trans- 
act any other business. In fact, had this 
entry been made in the case of either of the 
seized vessels the Canadian authorities, if 
they objected to her errand, instead of seiz- 
ing her would have had first to warn her 
away. . 

It may be suggested that the failure to 
make entry in these casés was due to a con- 
sciousness of intending nothingillegal. But 
under customs regulations perfectly legal 
trading cannot be done without first report- 
ing to the authorities. It is probable that 
not a few of our American skippers have 
taken away bait and other supplies by not 
reporting and running their risk of escaping. 
Among the vessels said to have thus secured 
bait are the Gerring and the Lizzie Green- 
leaf, the latter, however, sending in her 
dories while remaining beyond the three- 
mile limit. But there is a case still more to 
the point. We recall a Portland dispatch of 
June 15, which ran as follows: ‘‘ Capt. CLARK 
JEWETT, of the schooner George W. Cushing, 
has arrived safe, after an exciting trip. He 
was ordered out of the colonial ports. He 
bought thirty barrels of bait openly, and 
took fish close to the three-mile limit.” This 
same vessel the Cushing, under the same 
Captain, is,we observe, one of.the three ves- 
sels now fined at Sherburne for alleged vio- 
lations of the customs. laws about a fort- 
night after the dispatch just quoted, that is, 


,on her very next trip. It can hardly be 


said, therefore, that this vessel had not 
heard the news about the fishery dispute. 
Perhaps such facts as these may account 
for the severe fines imposed upon the three 
Portland vessels for the technical offense of 
not reporting at the Custom House. The 
Canadians are aware that the right to pur- 
chase baitin their portsis one in dispute, 
and that our Government insists strongly on 
this right forits fishermen under the com- 
mercial agreements of 1849, in spite of the 
restrictions of the treaty of 1818. They 
know very well that they may have to sur- 
render that point, but meanwhile they do 
not expect our fishermen to act as if it were 
already surrendered, and to put them to 
trouble and cost by not reporting when 
they enter harbors. ‘In fact, should it be 
surrendered, reporting to the customs au- 
thorities would be none the less imperative 
before transacting any business. All three 
of the Portland vessels landed men before 
reporting, and the Cushing and Harrington 
also attempted to buy bait. On the same 
ground they might proceed to transact al- 
most any business while ignoring the cus- 
toms officers. Our fishermen, to be safe, 
must keep within the Canadian customs 
laws, and in time the vexed questions as to 
their commercial rights will be settled. 


MR. JOHN JAY ON HOME RULE. 


The letter of Mr. JOHN Jay giving reasons 
for his refusal to subscribe to the Irish Par- 
liamentary fund is probably not regarded 
by its author as an entirely serious discus- 
sion of the question with which it professes 
to deal. Itis, we fear, conceived in a spirit 
of sarcasm. As a repartee to the remarks of 
Mr. GLADSTONE and other British Liberals 
upon the rebellion in this country it is by 
no means without merit, though in this 
aspect of it it is subject to the disadvantage 
of being belated almost exactly a quarter 
It is an old experience with 
unready conversationalists that they think 
of a crushing rejoinder they might have 
made across a dinner table only some hours 
But it is an 
exceedingly deliberate and inert intellect

years after the remark that called it out has 
been ‘made. ‘ 

It might, indeed, be said that Mr. Jay had 
to wait for the event which gives point to 
his twitting of Mr. GLapstonz with having 
said that JEFFERSON Davis had made the 
South a nation. - But, except for purposes 
of repartee, Mr. Jay would hardly maintain 
that Mr. GLADSTONE’s expression of sym- 
pathy with the Confederate States and his 
own refusal to expres’ sympathy with the 
cause of home rule are their several ways 
of looking at two parallel cases. No Brit- 
ish statesman ever hesitated to express 
sympathy with the abolition of slavery in 
this country, and though the British evan- 
gelists of. abolition irritated many Amer- 
ican conservatives no reasonable American 
ever objected to their expressing their views 
in words or otherwise. An English subsecrip- 
tion to an American colonization society 
formed for the purpose of taking slavery 
out of American politics would have been 
very much such an’ act as Mr. Jay is asked. 
to perform in subscribing to the Parliament- 
ary fund. It would have been, that is to 
say, a proceeding entirely lawful in the 
country which it affected, and. it might 
have been taken by a citizen’ of any 
nation in the interest of humanity 
at large without giving just canse of of- 
fense to any other nation. If the Irish, in- 
stead of supporting the measure of an Eng- 
lish statesman for local self-government in 
Ireland, had risen up in rebellion against 
Great Britain,and Mr. Jay were asked to sub- 
scribe to their fund for carrying on the war, 
his refusal would have given him a proper 
occasion for pointing out the moral viola- 
tion of neutrality of which various English 
statesmen were guilty when they gave aid 
and comfort to the Confederate States. But 
Mr. JAY does not need to be told that that is 
not at all the case which is presented to him. 

For the rest, it is not difficult to infer 


‘from Mr. JAyY’s letter that he holds the or- 


thodox Tory view of an Irishman as a being 
incapable of self-government. In the first 
place because he is ‘an Irishman, and in the 
second place because he is a Roman Cath- 
olic. The theory has this much of fact be- 
hind it that the Irishman has proved pecul- 
iarly intractable, not when he has been al- 
lowed to govern himself—which has never 
happened: to hint+but when he was sub- 
jected to. a foreign Government. But 
even an American .who holds these views 
mist admit that there is. an Irish 
nation in a very different sense from that 
in which there ‘Was ever a Confederate 
nation. There is an Irish race and there 
never was a.Southern race, though some 
enthusiastic Colonéls tried to persuade 
themselves that: there was. Nobody pre- 
tends that Mr.. PARNELL has “ created a 
nation,” though he has organized Ireland as 
it was never organized*befpre. The result 
of this organization is a tolerably plain 
showing that there is an Irish nation, with 
the rights belonging -to a. people sufficiently 
numerous and distinct*to deserve that title, 
and one of the first rights of such a people, 
according to modern ideas, is the right to 
manage their own affairs. This, of course, 
includes the right to govern themselves 


wrongly as well as rightly, or, as it has been | 


rudely and crudely put by a fellow-disbe- 
liever of Mr. Jay’s in the capacity of the 
Irish for self-government, “‘ the right to go 
to the devil in their own way.” 

Even such a skeptic must admit, though 
Mr. Jay declines to ‘admit, that we in this 
country have a stake-in the settlement of 
the Irish question—considering that there 
are more Irishmen and children of Irishmen 
in this country than in Ireland itself the 
effort that Mr. GLADSTONE and Mr. PARNELL 
are making to take the Irish question out 
of English politics will; if it is successful, 
take it out of American politics also. When 
Mr. Jay considers the effect of that change 
upon American politics:.we feel confident 
that he will be inclined to revise the logical 
processes that have Jed him to conclude that 
he cannot aid in bringing about such a con- 
summation. 


INTIMIDATING JURORS. 

One of the facts already developed in the 
legal proceedings ‘against the Bohemians 
who are accused of boycotting Mrs. Lanp- 
GRAF’s bakery is that a fear of serving on 
juries to pass upon the guilt of boycotters is 
very widespread among the middle class 


of our citizens, especially those of foreign |- 


nativity or extraction. A number of jurors 
on the panel failed to appear in court yes- 
terday, many called at the District Attor- 
ney’s office and expressed a disinclination 
to serve, and one German: was excused be- 
cause it was evident that he had been intim- 
idated by the’ boycotters. 

No single thing has yet appeared which 
makesitso plain that this species of foreign 
tyranny must be put down by the strong 
arm of the law as this pitiable condi- 
tion of affairs. If prompt and effective 
action were not taken it would not be long 
before, by frightening jurors, and possibly by 
boycotting Judges and lawyers, the advo- 
cates of this system of oppression could bid 
defiance to all the machinery of justice. 
When the Theiss boycotters were convicted 
complaint was made by their friends that 
they had not been tried by a jury of their 
peers. The complaint was eminently just, 
and the jurors would probably not esteem it 
a compliment to be regarded as the peers of 
boycotters. But it is evidently impossible 
to get a jury of their “‘ peers,” as they under- 
stand the word. The only alternative is to 
try them by a jury of honest citizens for 
whom the boycott has no terrors, and send 
them to prison as rapidly as possible.

OUR COMPLIMENTS DEFERRED. 

Our intention to compliment the manage- 
ment of the Brooklyn Bridge for its alacrity 
in acting upon the suggestion for making 
closer connections with the elevated rail- 
way cannot be carried ont this morning. 
The old system was continued yesterday, 
and 10,000 people were turned out of 
the cars in the wrong place just 
as though the nuisance were nec- 
essary. However, the brakemen could 


scarcely be expected to take such a step of 


their own motion, and no higher author- 
ity gave the necessary order. But, of 
course, President Howxit has Tax Tres 
mailed to him at his Summer retreat, and 


Snnerintendent Martin took @ copy away. 
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with him for mature reflection when he 
started yesterday for his fortnight’s holi- 
day. In the course of the day one of them 
may be expected to telegraph to town for 
the Secretary to issue the necessary orders. 

On second thoughts this reasonable expec- 
tation seems unliksly to be realized. There 
is no Secretary of the bridge at present, 
and the Trustees are mostly in Europe. 
Patrons of the bridge will therefore con- 
gratulate themselves that the cars run at 
all, and will wait a week or two longer, un- 
til some responsible official arrives, before 
expecting attention to a reform which re- 
quires such serious thought. When the 
honorable President and intelligent Super- 
intendent happen to meet one another the 
matter may be regarded as settled, and then 
we shall be only too happy to echo the 
praises which will resound on every side. 
At present we hear nothing to echo— 
that is, nothing which we can print 
in a family journal. Under somewhat 
similar circumstances the passengers 
in the Brooklyn elevated railway cars 
refused to leave their seats. This was very 
wrong, even if it did result in carrying their 
point. Wecan advise nothing of the sort, 
unless a day be chosen when either the 
President or the Superintendent, or both of 
them, are on hand. The brakemen should 
not be annoyed during the present interreg- 
num, which is really of only the rarest oc- 
currence, 

Along with his Tiwes Superintendent 
MARTIN took a large roll, which is supposed 
to be the office diagram of the bridge. With 
its aid he can discover that when there is 
acrowd to get off the cars there is almost 
nobody on the platform, and when the plat- 
form is crowded there is almost nobody to 
get off the cars. Such are the normal con- 
ditions of the traffic, as everybody knows. 
We therefore doubt that the views attrib- 
uted to the Superintendent by Mr. ANDREW 
CurTIS.in yesterday’s Union are authentic. 
Mr. CurTIs says Mr. MARTIN has often con- 
sidered this plan, and did not consider it 
“practical” because the platforms are too 
narrow to accommodate crowds passing in 
different directions, and ceonfusion would 
result from passengers simultaneously en- 
tering and leaving the cars. We commend 
to Mr. MARTIN an authentic anecdote 
of Sir Isaac NeEwrTon, who, it will 
be remembered, was a very dull boy until 
some bigger boy kicked him in the stomach, 
and the result was the theory of gravity. 
Sir Isaac had acat and a kitten who very 
much annoyed him by demanding entrance 
to his study while the door was closed. 
Accordingly Sir Isaac cut two holes in 
the door—a big one for the cat and a lit- 
tle one for the kitten.

’ groan over the hot night he set him to thrashing 
ground and swearing about the hot day. There 
‘Was riotous cheerfulness about the way the sun 
then proceeded to uncork weather and turn 
things loose. If all Spring he had been back- 
ward and hadn't seemed to give due attention to 
the season he realized his arrearage now and put 
in extra licks enough to make up the negligence 
of weeks in a day. ~ :

READING FOR THE BLIND. 


PROGRESS IN THE PRODUCTION OF EM- 
BOSSED LITERATURE. 

A number of people arrived in this city 
yesterday to attend the second day’s meeting of 
the American Association of Instructors of the 
Blind, held at the New-York Institute for the 
Blind. In spite of the heat, which on the top 
floor of the institute was almost overwhelming, 
the business of the convention was carried on 
very briskly. A paper was read by B. B. Hun- 
toon, Superintendent of the Kentucky Institute 
for the Blind, on “The general character of the 
embossed literature which the present and 


future condition of the schools for the blind de- 
mand.” Mr. Huntoon said that since March, 
1879, they had manufactured 135 wooden wall 
and dissected maps, and had printed 138 works, 
comprising 178 volumes, not including a Serna 
amount of unbound music in sheets, requiring 
the production of 16,662 stereotype plates. Over 
yes single-sheet publications had been pro- 
uce 

“No teacher who knows what our schools for 
the blind were doing 15 years ago and what they 
are doing to-day will fail to mark how complete- 
ly the introduction of the pans system bas 
changed the cumbrous methods of the past,” 
said Mr. Huntoon. “From the very beginning 
of the work of the education of the blind em- 
bossed printing was the foundation upon which 
the entire fabric rested. Through your own 
efforts, taken together in a remarkable spirit of 
harmony and peace, you have obtained rough 
Congress an endowment that gives unexampled 
opportunities to secure a noble literature for the 
blind. Your printing house is now organized 
and —— carry on this work with econo- 
my and dispatch. Schools for the blind, how- 
ever, need other things than embossed books. 
We need kindergarien apparatus, tangible 
models of ever description, arithmetical 
frames, type, tablets, skeletons, broom machines, 
pianos, melodeons, and pipe organs.” 

The afternoon session yesterday was devoted 

to the meeting of the Trustees of the American 
Printing House for the Blind. In the evening 
Superintendent W. B. Wait read a paper in the 
form of an informal report on the subject of the 4 
proposed national college for the blind. Con- 
gress made an adverse report this year, but the 
Assembly voted to indorse all action for renew- 
ing the struggle. Mr. Wait argued that Congress 
had provided for the higher education of the 
defective classes except the blind, who, — 
ence shows, would most profit by such educa- 
tion. He quoted as instances Prof. Carll, who, 
though blind, has written the most exhaustive 
treatise on integral calculus, and Herreshoff, the 
blind designer. of the Stiletto and many other 
fast boats. The site proposed was Washington. 
John Glenn, a blind lawyer of Baltimore, fol- 
lowed with a plea for such higher education. 
The association then decided to meet two 
years hence at Baltimore. This morn the 
election of officers will be held, and Mrs. Sarah 
C. Little, of Wisconsin, the only female Superin- 
tendent of an institution for the blind, will read 
@ paper on “ Methods of Training.”

PAUL H. HAYNE. 

Paul H. Hayne, the poet laureate of the 
South, died at his home at Copse Hill, near Grove- 
town, Ga., on Tuesday evening. He was born 
Jan. 31, 1830, in Charleston, 8.C. His father 
was a lieutenant in the navy, who had distin- 
guished himself in a “cutting out expedition” 
against pirates on the coast of Africa, and also 
was the brother of Gen. Robert Y. Hayne. Ata 
very early age Paul became a close student and 
a@ careful reader of books of fiction, and used 
to pore over “ Robinson Crusoe,” the “ Arabian 
Nights,’ the “Swiss Family Robinson,”&c. He was 
educated at the College of Charleston, from which 
he was graduated with high honors in 1850. He 
then studied law, and was soon admitted to the 
Bar. The unromantic and dry practical profes- 


sion did not prove suitable to his tastes, and he 
aspired to fame in the paths of literature. He 
became the centre of a group of. talented and 
ardent youths, and finding himself in possession 
of an ample fortune he was able to devote his 
entire time to his favorite occupation. 

He did not have long to wait before coming 
before the public. In 1852 he became the,editor 
of the Southern Literary Gazette, a weekly paper 

ublished in Charleston. This paper was the 

ollowing year merged into the Weekly News, 
with Mr. Hayne as the editor. The News failed, 
and then he began writing sketches for the 
Sow L Messenger and also contributed 
to the daily papers of Charleston. In 1857 Iuea- 
sell’s Magazine was started in that city and Mr. 
een was made editor, and under his manage- 
méut it soon acquired a wide circulation and be- 
came a leading exponent of Southern literature. 
Before taking charge of this rom eg he pub- 
lighed, through Ticknor & Fields, his first 
volume of poems, which consisted ne 
of piecss that had before appeared in 
various journals. One noted exception was 
“The Temptation of Venus,” which was greatly 
admired, and placed him at the head of the prom- 
ising young men of the South. In 1857 his sec- 
ond volume of poems appeared and had an ex- 
tensive eale. Several of the poems, as “The Ode 
to Sleep,’ received favorable recognition from 
Bryant, Longtellow, Willis, and other American 
poets. Two years later he pane his third 
volume. The periodicals and daily newspapers 
in the country, aud especially in New-York, and 
among them THE rmMxEs, spoke of ‘ Avolio” as 
one of the finest poems in the English 1a: ge 

and said that the poet showed a genuine vigor o: 

expression and maturity of purpose. 

The breaking out of the war proved a rude 
shock to the poet's tranquil and peaceful labora. 
He cast in his lot with his fellow-citizens of the 
South, and for a while he served on the staff of 
Gov. Pickens, but afterward became a volunteer 
soldier in Fort Sumter. His delicate constitu- 
tion, however, could not endure the hardships of 
army life, and he was compelled to retire from 
active service. His home in Charleston was 
burned by the explosion of some shells as the 
Federal army was entering the city, and the end 
of the war found him almost in destitute circum- 
stances. In 1865 he became an editor of 
the Consttutionalist, of Augusta, but 
his health failing he retired and settled 
at Copse Hill, about 16 miles from Augusta, and 
made it his home, where {n course of time he sur- 
rounded himself with a library of 2,000 volumes 
of a miscellaneous character. About 1867 his 
poem, “‘ The Confederates in the Field,” won the 
prize that had been offered by H. R. Pollard, the 
editor of the Southern Opinion, of Richmond, Va., 
tor the best poem connected with the war. That 
year he became the literary editor of the Southern 
Opinion, and during the two years that he was 
connected with it he contributed to So So- 
ciety, a literary journal of Baltimore, and to the 
Banner of the South, published in Augusta, Ga. 

During the last 12-or 13-years of his life he did 

& great deal of literary work for different jour- 
nails, besides contributing poéms to the Sor 
Mugazine, the Atlantic Monthly, Harper's Maga- 
zine, Scribner’s Monthly, Lippincott’s Magazine, 
the Galary, &c. He also wrote # memoir of Will- 
iam Gilmore Simms, which was purchased by 
the Harpers. In 1873 he published a collection 
of Henry Timrod’s poems, with a sketch of the 
poet’s life. Two years later his “‘ Mountain of 
the Lovers and Other Poems” appeared. In 1882 
acomplete edition.of his works was published. 
Among his personal Sonnets are odes to Bryant, 
Longfellow, Whittier, and Dmerson. s:: 
Mr. Hayne married Mary Middleton Michel on 
May 20, 1852, immédiately after being admitted 
to the Bar. She was the randdaughter of Gen. 
de Michel, of the Imperial Army of France. The 
couple were devotedly attached to each other, 
and she always inspired him with hope and re- 
lieved the burden of his invalid hours by un- 
wearying watchfulness and care.

DISASTROUS EFFECTS OF THE 
LONG SEASON OF DROUGHT. 
FARMERS GIVING UP ALL HOPE OF SAV- 
.° ING THE CROP IN MANY SECTIONS 
UNLESS THE RAIN COMES SOON. 

St. Pau, Minn., July 7.—The Pioneer Press 
will print to-morrow reports on the condition of 
the crop from every wheat-growing county in 
Minnesota and Dakota, and also from 100 
counties in Iowa, Wisconsin, and Nebraska. 
These reports show the crops to be in much 
worse condition than on June 1. The dry 
weather in May, which became quite severe 
drought in June, hadamore serious effect on 
small grain than was at first supposed, and the 
injury caused then is just now becoming pain- 
fully apparent. There has been very little rain 
since “the first week in June, and no general 
rain since seeding time. The’ sections 
not affected by drought are the Red 
River Valley, from Wahpeton to Grand 
Forks, and the Northern Pacific country from 


the forty-sixth parallel the weather has been; 
very dry, the drought being severest in the ex- 
treme southern counties of Minnesota and Da- 
kota, extending well down into Northern Iowa. 
In Southern Minnesota and Dakota wheat was 
sown in most counties in the dust, and the rains 
since then have been light and not frequent, 
enough to give the ground a good soaking. Dur 
ing the stool period in May the ground was very 
dry, and the result is that the crop is thin on the 
ground and short in the straw.

The weather at that time 
had been cool, with frequent showers, and the 
crop had a strong, vigorous start, and was well 
able to withstand the hot and dry weather of 
July. This year the conditions are reversed; the 
crop, instead of getting a good start in May, has 
been rather backward, and is now in a poor con- 
dition to stand the protracted drought. The 
weather during the past five days has been in- 
tensely hot in the Northwest. The condition of 
the crop has been further lowered to a 
considerable extent during that tima 
A letter from Jamestown, Dakota, dated 
July 5, says: “The crop in Stutsman 
County is a_ failure; farmers are 
much discouraged, and say the crop will not 
average over five bushels to the acre. A great 


pay ocutit. The crop never was in so bad con- 
ition.” A letter from Fergus Falls, dated July 
8, says: “If the drought continues the result can- 
not fail to be serious to the wheat. The weather | 
is dry throughout the county, and crops are suf- 
fering. In the Pelican Valley crops are much 
above the average, especially on brush land and 
in the timber. Around Pelican Rapids early 
frosts peeet havoc on some farms, injuring 
crops 40 per cent.” 

A report from Huron says: “The ground is 
quite dry, and all grains and grass are beginning 
to suffer. Should rain come soon wheat, oats, 
and corn will be three-fourths of a crop; longer 
delay will proportionately lessen the yield.” A 
letter from Aurora, Dakota, dated July 5, says: 
“ For tive days we have had a burning hot south 
wind night and day. The mercury has been be- 
tween 90° and 100° all day and between 80° and 
90° all night; everything is wilted to the ground. 
Farmers say it is simply ruin to all crops.” 

Reports from Ashton, Aberdeen, Ipswich, Or- 
tonville, and other points along the Missouri 
River, south of Jamestown, all show that the 
weather has been intensely hot since July 1, and 
all crops are suffering severely. <A letter from 
Michigan City, Nelson County, and Devil’s Lake | 
country, dated July 5, says the writer has driven | 
over the county 1 oa and finds crops in very’ ! 
bad condition. o rain has fallen for three 
weeks, and a large amount of late sown wheat 
will never come to maturity. Much of it is six 
inches high, thin, and full of weeds, Farmers 
suy they will plow up their fields. It is reported 
that the damage around Larimore, Grand Forks 
county. is greater than in Nelson County. A 
high, hot wind has been blowing there for a day 
or two past. 

A letter dated July 6, from a very conserva- 
tive business man at Winona, who has a number 
of reports from towns along the Winona and 8t. 
Peter Road, says the weather is drying up the 
crops as fast as possible, and the very best. that 
can be expected from that section is a half crop. 
Reports from all over Wisconsin show an even 
worse state of affairs. There has been prac- 
tically no rain in that State since June 1, 
and both the wheat and oat crops promise to be 
an almost total failure. The northern portion of 
Iowa is also suffering from long-continued 
drought, and wheat is so badly damaged that the 
yield will be very light. fhile if is yet too 
early to make a close estimate of the probable 
ha , still the indications are that the crop will 

é much short of that of 1885. 

Only six counties in Minnesota report no dam- 


age from any cause, while every other county 
reports from 10 to 50 per cent. from various 
causes, but mostly from drought. In Dakota, 
where, at this time last year, the crop was in 
excellent condition in every way, the reports at 
this time show that the drought has affected seri- 
ous injury in-the extreme southern and northern 

ortions of the Territory. Eleven counties in 
Dakota report no damage from any cause, while 
all others report from “ slightly damaged ” to 
40 per cent, injury from drought, hail, and wet 


weather. No attempt is made to estimate the 

total crop in the Northwest in bushels, as every-

MIOH IN A BARREL ORGAN. 


HOW THEY CONVERTED A NOBLE INSTRU- 
MENT INTO A SAUSAGE MACHINE. 

Signor Giovanni Canio is an Italian gen- 
tleman with a turn for music, who some years 
2go bade farewell to the figs, macaroni, and fun- 
nochio of his native lair in balmy Padua and ac- 
cepted acallto the jungles of this city, to the 
end that he might peg shoes during the day and 
employ his leisure evenings profitably with a 
hand organin the sylvan shades of Gramercy 
Park. The organ was comparatively new for an 
instrument of its kind, certainly made some time 
in the last century, and beyond lacking sev- 
eral dozen teeth from the barrel and having tho 
chronic bronchitis and touch of asthma naturally 
incident to tropical hand organs in this climate, 
was in superb condition. It cost Giovanni $4 
just after the war, and for some years he strug- 
gled to, save up pennies enough to buy acon- 


sumptive monkey ina red flannel zouave dress, 
owned by the padrone, but the monkey died of 
disgust before the bargain was complete, and 
Giovanni went off and recklessly squandered his 
hoard on a new shirt and bade the one he had 
brought from Italy a sorrowful farewell. 
Gramercy Park may be conservative and lack 
electric lights, a surface railway, beer saloons, 
and other modern improvements, and some 
ribald and envious yonns who live on Madison- 
avenue and run up livery bills and are otherwise 
enormously swell, have even gone s0 far as to 
say that Gramercy Parkis sleepy and looks some- 
t ng like a cemetery; but nevertheless it is 
musical to a degree, and there is no citizen of its 
sacred commonwealth but is captious when it 
comes to hand organs, and an imperative local 
ordinance is that the grinders keep at least with- 
in an octave of being in tune, and furnish airs 
composed some time within the past few centu- 
ries. Yes, indeed; Gramercy Park may be a little 
slow and may benervous about ere modern 
kickshaws, but she knows good music and insists 
on having it and the hand organs coming right up 
to taw every time. So when Giovanni Canio 
came in possession of his costly outfit he felt 
himself bound to live up to the new shirt, and 
not play to any but haughty and exclusive ears, 
and with this noble ambition fixed in his soul 
oa the right to grind for amercy 

ark,and has been unofficially recognized as 
organist in chief ever since. Giovanni was 
alert and realized his social responsibilities, and 
gave Gramercy Park the best rotary melodies 
going. When Harrigan and Hart got out a new 
piece you would be sure to hear doleful re- 
minders of the most rollicking air in Gramercy 
Park before a month had passed; Giovanni ers 
track of Col. John A. McCaull, worked in 
an occasional touch of the Bijou, and when- 
ever there was a rush a the Casino 
he would give the opera a turn which was some- 
what wheezy, perhaps, and on the wrong key, 
maybe, but solidly on deck every time. This 
spirit of enterprise won him both pennies and 
recognition, and Giovanni has been enabled not 
only to be thoroughly solvent at his lodgings, 
but to lay a little by every season to get another 
shirt by and by when this one drops off, 80 as to 
insure being always able to keep up an oP. 
pearance in harmony with the place of his 
choice. He never had any serious difficulty 
with the organ. When he wanted a new 
tune he would take the barrel to the padrone, 
who, after hearing the desired air whistled, 
would merely knock out a few teeth and insert 
several others and the change was made. Some- 
times a difficult piece of music, like a “Mikado” 
medley or a tpourri of Wagner, would bother 
the padrone, but by hammering in afew dozen 
tacks on the bass and breaking a few eye teeth in 
the treble the air would come out close enough to 
satisfy Giovanni. 

One morning &@ week ago, however, Giovanni 
noticed that an important note was missing from 
the “Crowing Hen” jamboree, which was his 
latest novelty. In the evening another note 
was dropped. Next morning two more, and by 
the third day there was a hiatus of a whole 
octave, and a very important octave, so that the 
“Crowing Hen” lost its brightness and con- 
sisted principally of whoops, sneezes, and pro- 
found grunts. He consulted the padrone, who 
took out the barrel but found all the teeth in 
position. Next day the gap between grunts and 
groans was longer, and then a new trouble 
arose. Twice when Giovanni was grinding for 
one of the haughtiest of his patrons he felt an 
impediment, as though something had been in- 
serted in the machinery, an fancied he 
heard a faint squeak from the interior.

He thought 
at first perhaps the time had come for another 
change but a brief investigation convinced him 
that the organ, in addition toits bronchial and 
pulmonary troubles, had contracted dyspepsia 
or something, and so went again to the padrone, 
who made a surgical opening and uncovered the 
works, The mystery was solved. Two roman- 
tic and music-loving mice had set up housekeep- 
ing within and raised a family, and one 
of the youngsters would now and then 
accidentally get foul of the cogs and 
be minced. The others when ungry 
would refresh themselves with alight snack oif 
the catgut connections which worked the valves, 
had gone completely through the treble,and were 
well into the bass. There were fragments of 
mouse in most of the reeds, and two or three 
dried tails spiked on the teeth, so the whole thing 
looked like a mouseoleum. 

The pagrone says he can’t clean mice out of an 
organ and make a good, workmanlike job of it 
for less than $2, and Giovanni only has 65 cents 
in bank, and will need that for another shirt next 
Wintey. He is heart-broken, and as the case now 
stands the musical circles of Grameacy Park will 
be famished for some weeks to come. 





THE WATER PROBLEM IN ARIZONA. 
From the San Francisco Oall, June 27. 
In Arizona irrigation is aiding the rapid 
development of the Territory and demonstrating 
ita productiveness. Outside of a few small ele- 


vated valleys in the northern part of the Terri- 


tory irrigation is everywhere essential to cultiva- 
tion. Small grain requires to be flooded from two 
to four times during the season. Fruit and 
grass need less water. The Arizona Canal is 
over 40 miles long, has a capacity of 40,000 
inches of water, cost over $400, , and irri- 

ates nearly 100,000 acres of land. In the Salt 

iver Valley there are ten canals with a united 


capacity of 60,000 inches. In the valley of the 
Gila a number of canals have been constructed. 
These enterprises are owned by incorporated 
companies, each share representing a quantity of 
water sufficient to irrigate 160 acres, and worth 
from $400 to $500. A numberof other canals 
are now in progress on the Lower Gila, which 
will irrigate over 200,000 acres. A natural 
question arises regarding the future of Ari- 


zona farming under these conditions, Wa 
ter 18 an absolute necessity to culti- 


vation. It is now being appropriated 
by incorporated companies to the great present 
advantage of the region affected; but what will 
the situation be when immigration, stimulated 
by the inducements held out, shall have taken 
up the land in small tracts, while the water is 
owned by anumber of great companies? Pru- 
dence suggests that the citizens of a Territory so 
entirely dependent upon artificial water supply 
should take early measures to prevent the ab- 


sorption of that supply by a few persons or cor- 
porations. A monopoly of water in Arizona car-

THE BOODLE IN CHICAGO. 


HOW THE LA SALLE-STREET TUNNEL WAS 
VOTED TO A RAILROAD. 

Cuicaco, July 7.—At a stormy session of 
the City Council, which did not adjourn until 
nearly 1 o’clock this morning, an ordinance was 
passed granting the North Chicago Street Rail- 
way Company the use of the La Salle-street tun- 
nel. The consideration demanded for this valu- 
able franchise is the payment of $20,000 annu- 
ally The company is also required to pave the 
tunnel and furnish it for the accommodation of 
the city’s ordinary traffic. The expense of paving 


and lighting, however, will be deducted from the 
annualrental. The President of the company is 
T. Yerkes, Jr., and the capital is furnished, 
is claimed, by a Philadelphia syndicate of 
which Mr. Yerkes is the head. The proposed 
[rare of the use of the La Salle-street tunnel 

as been the subject of constant comment since 
the Council gave the company the right to adopt 
the cable system on certain streets. The papers 
have not hesitated to assert that the influence of 
several Councilmen had been purchased by the 
Philadelphia syndicate, and that the franchise 
would eventually be sold at a ridicnously low 
figure. The terms of the ordinance passed last 
night are regarded as very favorable to the com- 
pany interested. 

The contest in the Council meeting between the 
Aldermen said to be working in the interest of 
Yerkes and his Philadelphia backers and those 
who exhibited a desire to act upon the “ tunnel 
ordinance” in a way that would do justice to the 
city, was prolonged and exciting. Toward the 
close of the debate Alderman Drew moved, in 
lieu of the rental of $20,000, that the company 
pay into the City Treasury the sum of $300,000, 
to be used for the construction of two bridges, 
one at Clark and the other at Wells street. He 
claimed that that would be less severe on the 
company than an annual IF yp don of $20,000. 
Alderman Cullerton jum up and denounced 
Alderman Drew’s proposition, and moved that it 
be laid on the table. This was carried by a vote 
of 22 to 12. 

Alderman Kerr wanted the “lighting and other 
expenses” stricken out, but his amendment was 
unceremoniously tabled. Alderman Dixon said 
the “lighting and other ————, would eat u 
fully yeaa of the $20,000 rental. He mov 
that the whole subject matter be referred to the 
Corporation Counsel for a proper ordinance. The 
previous question was again ordered, and Alder- 
man Dixon’s motion was tabled by a vote of 23 
to10. Alderman Hull’s section was then rushed 
through. Alderman Cullerton moved the adop- 
tion of the ordinance as amended, and Alderman 
Hildreth, amid deafening shouts, moved the pre- 
vious question, which was ordered. The entire 
a ri was then adopted by the following 
vote:

THE BRASHER FAMILY.

Your account in THr TiMEs to-day of the 
vagaries of Capt. Thomas Maston Brasher, United 


States Navy, must conjure up in the minds of old 
New-Yorkers and the students of the city’s his- 
tory very many recollections. By a strange co- 
incidence the record of Capt. Brasher’s troubles 
appears simultaneously with the Directory of 
1886, which comprises a copy of the Directory 


of 1786, and in that Directory there is one 
Brasher, the grandfather of Capt. Brasher, while 


in the Directory for 1886 is also one Brasher, 
Archibald R., who is the great-grandson of the 
former. Capt. Brasher is the only surviving son of 
Alderman Philip Brasher, who was for nearl 

40 years in the service of the city of New-Yor 

as an Aldermun and as a representative in the 
Legislature. He obtained a charter for the city 
of Brooklyn when’ all other efforts failed. His 


father was Ephraim Brasher and his great-grand- 


father was an Alderman in the year 1700,and was 
one of those imprisoned in the old fort at the Bat- 
tery in 1691, when, as Sheriff of the county, he 
supported Lester and his rebellion.

At one time 
the shore line of Brooklyn was in possession of 
the family, adjoining the Cowenhoven estate, and 
at one time the family owned property in Wall, 
Pearl, Chambers, Duane, Beekman, Prince, and 
other streets. The house at Prince and Crosb 

streets was built by Alderman Brasher, 1806-8. 
Capt. Brasher. as stated, is an old otticer on the 
retired list and is unmarried. Heis well known 
among navy Officials, and has commanded the 
frigate Fredonia and brig Bainbridge, both ves- 
sels being violently lost after he had heen re- 
moved from command. His capture of a fleet 
blockade runner with that old tub, the Bain- 
bridge, during the late war excited at once the 
admiration aud the envy of his fellow-officers,

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KILLING HIMSELF AND SON 


A FATHER’S DREAD OF EXPOS- 
URE AND POVERTY. 

A TAILOR WHO WENT INTO SPECULATION, 
LOST HIS BOY’S FORTUNE, AND THEN 
COMMITTED MURDER AND SUICIDE. 

The upper floor of George I. Cook’s flat 
house, at No, 192 West Tenth-street, is rented by 
George Koch, and it sheltered Tuesday night 
himself and his family and three lodgers—Dr. R. 
T. Rutherford and a mau knownas Joseph or 
John Werner and his eon Joseph, 14 years old. 
Dr. Rutherford was annoyed at 5 o’clock yester- 
day morning by being awakened by a noise which 
he thought was the explosion of a firecracker. 
Hardly had he settled himself for sleep when 
there was another detonation, a fall, and a groan. 
Dr. Rutherford aroused the Koch family and 
they went to Werner's room. 

They found the boy, who was in his night 
plothes, gasping on ihe bed, with a bullet wound 
In his left temple. His father was dead and dis- 
figured by a wound in his right temple. He lay 
by the window partly curled up, a revolver was 
near his right hand, and a mirror had been ar- 
ranged on the window sill so that, stooping be- 
fore it, he had taken sure aim at himself. He had 
evidently risen and made quiet preparations to 
destroy himself and his son, as their effects were 
packed up in a bundle, and he had put on a shirt 
and a pair of trousers, An ambulance was sum- 
moned from the Charles-street police station, and 
Surgeon Davin, of St. Vincent’s Hospital, hurried 
the boy to the reception ward of that institution, 
but he died a quarter of an hour after admission, 
and had not, at any time after receiving his death 
wound, showed a sign of consciousness. His 


father’s body was taken to an undertaker’s place 
in Carmine-street. 

Werner was a mystery to his landlord. He en- 
ee the room in which he killed himself and 

$s son last March, and gave as a reference Mrs, 
William Ingoldsby, of No. 104 Washington- 
place, where his sen took his meals. He was just 
as much of a mystery at Mrs. 'ngoldsby’s as at 
Koch’s. At neither place did he ever speak of 
his former life or occupation, except to say that 
he was a widower. The boy, although bright, 
Was equally reticent, yet. he was merry with his 
comrades of the West Thirteenth-strect public 
school, where he was promoted a few weeks ago. 
Werner was a member of the West Fourth-Sireet 
Methodist Church, aud occasionally attended the 
services. The bey was a regular attendant 
and aé favorite pupil in_ the Sunday 
school class. <All Mrs. Ingoldsby’s boarders 
thought well of Werner an his son. 
The father was supposed to bea staid business 
man. His manners were those of a gentleman 
and he dressed plainly but well. At no time at 
either Koch’s or Mrs. Ingoldsby’s had he failed to 
pay promptiy, and he never appeared to beina 
financialgtrait. 

In attempting to find out something of the 
man’s history the police searched his room. It 
was evident that Werner had become very 
poor. His wardrobe, like that of his son, was 
scanty and almost threadbare. In his pockets 
were found ouly $1 19. In a trunk, however,were 
some remnants of cloth, tailor’s memoranda, and 
some stock brokers’ lists. Capt. Copeland chere- 
upon decided that Werner had been a tailor. He 
consulted a Directory, and found that one 
Joseph Werner, 2 tailor, was recorded as living 
at No. 122 West Third-street. This led to 
Joseph Heim, a shoemaker, livingin the house, 
and Dr. Clarence M. Baker, a physician, of No. 
65 West Eleventh-street, who were able to give 
many particulars of Werner's past life. 

Werner was born in Bavaria 50 years ago and 
came to America with his parents when a child. 
His full name was Joseph Maximilian Werner. 
They went with him to Indiana. He learned 
tailoring and cultivated his voice. Sixteen years 
ago, while traveling with an opera troupe, he 
met a soubrette, whose stage name was Annie 
Stuart, and married her. She was the mother of 
the boy. She died in Buffalo two years ago, after 
divoree proceedings bad been instituted by her 
husband, leaving about $3,000 for Josie. His 
father was his guardian and had control of 
the money. At that time Werner was doing 
fairly well in business for himself on an upper 
fioor of No. 122 West Third-street. On Feb. 28 
last Werner told Heim that he was not making 
money enough to pay rent, and left the place in 
Third-street. He began to neglect his work 
about Christmas, and said he had interests in 
stocks, and a corner in an office in the neighbor- 
hood of Wall-street. The inference drawn from 
this and his apparent lack of means was that in 
bucket-shop speculation he had dissipated the 
legacy of his boy, and killed him and himself 
when poverty stared him in the face. 


A SUBPG@NA FOR SQUIRE. 


ORDERED TO APPEAR TO-DAY BEFORE 
THE COMMISSIONERS OF ACCOUNTS. 

Officers of the law were last night looking 
for one Rollin Mildew Squire, who is Commis- 
sioner of Public Works by the political forbear- 
ance of Gov. Hill. The ofiicers of the law did 
not have a warrant for Squire’s arrest, but 
they did have a subpena from William Pitt 
Shearman, one of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts, summoning the catspaw Commissioner 
to appear before Messrs. Shearman and Adam- 
son, in their rooms in the Stewart Building, at 
11 A. M. to-day, to be examined regarding his 
conduct of the Public Works Department. This 
move was taken by the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts because of Squire’s refusal to permit 
Chief Engineer Birdsall and Water Register 
Chambers to obey a subpena of the Commis- 
sioners issuedon July 1. Mr. Squire’s attitude 
on this subject was outlined in yesterday's 
TimzEs, Squire’s own particular organ in this 
city not publishing anything on the subject, for 
some reason or another. 

The subpena igsued to Mr. Squire not only 
called for his personal attendance upon the Com- 
missioners of Accounts to-day, but the Commis- 
sioner was given notice to bring sworn copies of 
the pay rolls drawn on the Croton Water fund 
for September, October, November, and Decem- 
ber, 1885, and for January, February, March 
April, and May of this year. He was also ordered 
to produce before the Cemmissioners of Accounts 
sworn copies of the certificates of the Assistant 
Engineers and other persous in reference to the 
services rendered by every one of the amet es 
whose names are on the payrolls for which a 
requisition has been made. The subpoena closed 
with the following gentle reminder of the conse- 
querces which will follow its being disobeyed: 
* And for a failure to attend this examination 

ou will be declared ilty of contempt and lia- 

le to f t $50, and will be reported to one of 

the Justicés of the Supreme Count, as provided in 

ms 854, 855, and 856 of the Code of Civil 
ure.” 

The subpena was served upon Mr. Squire, but 
not until ‘the officers of the law had expended 
much energy in an effort to find him. He did not 
say Whether or not he would obey the orders of 
Commissioner Shearman, but he seemed a little 
shaken up when the document was served on 
him. If he brings any copies of the books and 

apers that have been called for his clerks will 
Eeve @ hurd task to get the copies ready in time 
for to-day’s hearing. 

Mayor Grace and the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts feel confident that Mr. Squire has * put 
his foot in it” in refusing to allow an examina- 
tion of the records of the Public Works Depart- 
ment. If he has nothing to conceal, why should 
he be so much afraid of permitting the books 
and -papers in his department to be 
examined? The Commissioners of Accounts 
have just completed their yearly exam- 
{nation of several city departments, and 
took up the Department of Public Works in 
the usual regular order. Only in the case of Mr. 
Squire was uny difficulty experienced in conduct- 
ing their work. Commissioner Shearman, how- 
ever, said yesterday that he was determined to 
unearth the frauds in Squire’s department if any 
there were, and he would do 8 entirely ir- 
respective of the wishes of the Public Works 
Commissioner. ‘He called attention to the fact 
that in February last Corporation Counsel La- 
combe had decided that the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts had the right to call for the production of 
all public books and & ers under sections 854, 
$55, and 856 of the e of Civil Procedure. 


BROOKLYN’S NEW POLICE INSPECTORS. 
Police Commissioner Carroll, of Brooklyn, 
availed himself yesterday of the law providing 
for two additional Inspectors and appointed 
Capts. Edward Reilly, of the Van. Brunt-street 
station, and Patrick H. McLaughlin, of the 


Gates-avenue station, to those positions. Each 
will receive a salary of $2,500a year. Both are 
Democrats. 
Inspector Reilly is 44 years old and became a 
policeman in 1867, under the old Metropolitan 
system. In June, 1870, he was e a Sergeant 
and in 1875 became a Captain and took charge 
of the Yan Brunt-street station. He served 
through the war in the Ninth Regiment and 
was wounded at Antietam. Inspector McLaugh-

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FOROING OUT THE SECRETARY. 


THE AQUEDUCT RING TRYING TO GET 
RID OF 4A CONSCIENTIOUS OFFICER. 

For some time there has been much quiet 
talk among those who are familiar with the 
plans of the favored contractors on the new 
acqueduct, regarding the desire of Gov. Hill and 
his friends on the commission to dispense with 
the services of James W. McCulloh, the Secre- 
tary. In this effort the men whom the Govern- 
or named on the commission, E. L. Ridgway, 
O. W. Barnes, and H. Fish, Jr., have been the 
facile tools of the contractors and their allies, 
and at yesterday’s meeting of the commission 
the first step was taken to accomplish their pur- 

oves. The Commissioners met in their room 
in the Stewart Building, and Messrs. Barnes, 
Ridgway, Fish, Jr., and Rollin Melodramatic 
Squire as usual sat together. Mr. Ridgway 
moved that the salary of the Secretary 
be reduced from $6,000 to $4,000 a year. Com- 
missioner Dowd suggested that Mr. McCulloh 
Was a very valuable olficial and fully earned his 
salary. Incidentally Mr. Dowd called attention 
to the fact that the Secretary of the Board of 
Education was paid at the rate of $6,000 a year. 
Mr. Ridgway still pressed his motion and Mr. 
Dowd moved to lay it on the table. Messrs. 
Rarnes, Ridgway, Fish, Jr., and Squire voted 
against this motion, while Messrs. Dowd, Bald- 
win, and Spencer recorded themselves in the 
affirmative, the last named 5 anne very re- 
Iuctantly, however. Mr. Ridgway’s) original 
motion was then put and carried. 

Among those who know the facts the feeling 
against Mr. McCulloh on the part of the friends of 
the aqueduct contractors has long been evidenced 
by many petty instances. Itis well understood 
that the act of the “ring” members of the com- 
mission and their allies in voting to reduce the Sec 
retary’s salary is expected to result in his resigna- 
tion. Mr. McCulloh is better infurmed on the 
work done on the aqueduct than the Commission- 
ers themselves, and his eyes have always been 
open to the acts of contractors, whose influence 
even extends into the very household of Goy. 
Hill. The contractors and their official allies 
want a Tammany or an Irving Hail “ heeler” ap- 
pointed in place of Mr. MeCulloh, who will be 
easy going and careless of the interests of the city 
so long as he is given his share of the “ boodle” 
accruing from the profitable contracts. With 
such a man in the office of Secretary, and by con- 
tinually hampering Chief Engineer Church, the 
conspirators are of opinion that the work on the 
aqueduct will be done to their liking, if not to 
the liking of the taxpayers of the city. 

Controller Loew told a TIMES reporter yester- 
day that in case Mr. McCulloh should be forced 
to resign, or his services were summarily Cis- 
xensed with, the Finance Department would 
have to look sharply after the work of the Aque- 
duct Commission. ‘Mr. McCulloh,” he added, 
‘thas been s0 conscientious an official that Thave 
long felt at ease regarding any aqueduct matter 
that he personally vouched for as beiug correct. 
Anything that came from him or through hin 
has always been as straight as a string. Heis 
remarkably well informed on all matters per- 
taining to the construction of the aqueduct, and 
his knowledge has been of great use to the com- 
mission and to the city. I would regard it as a 
misfortune to the city if the present Secretary of 
the commission should be forced to retire.” 


THE EXOISE WAR, 


THE OLD AND NEW EXCISE COMMISSION- 
ERS SHAKE HANDS. 

As appeared in yesterday’s Timgs, the 
meeting between the old and new Excise Com- 
missioners Tuesday morning resulted in no set- 
tlement. While the new Commissioners demand- 
ed immediate possession, the old Commissioners 
refused this until a statement of the undisputed 
facts as required by the code was signed by the 
new Commissioners, in order that the General 
Term could, at its first session, determine wheth- 
er the Mayor had the right to name Excise Com- 
missioners without the confirmation of the Board 
of Aldermen. Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer and Mr. 
Elliot Sandford, who represented the old board, 


informed a representative of Mr. Charles W. 
Dayton, counsel for the new Commissioners, 
that they would not consent that their cifents 
surrender possession of the office until 
such an agreed case was made and signed, other- 
wise, as they declared, they might be obliged to 
dance attendance until it suited the new Com- 
missioners and their counsel to agree to the case, 
and in that way the early determination of the 
question might be delayed. It was subsequently, 
however, arranged to meet yesterday morning 
before Judge Van Brunt, and accordingly the 
new and old Commissioners with their respect- 
ive counsel came together at 10 A. M. in the pri- 
vate chambers before that Judge, when a state- 
ment of the facts was finally agreed upon, signed 
and executed by the new and old Commission- 
ers, and left with Judge Van Brunt to be deliv- 
ered to counsel for the old board as s00n as 
the new Commissioners had obtained pos- 
session. After this was done the new 
and old Commissioners shook hands, and Mr. 
Haughton, of the old board, escorted the new 
Commissioners to the Bond-street office, where 
the new Commissioners were installed. This, the 
old board claim, they were always willing to do, 
and only wanted the positive assurance of an 
early trial of the questions at law by means of 
an agreed case. The case is really between 
Messrs. Haughton and Morris, of the old board, 
and Messrs. Von Glahn and Andrews, of the new 
board, Mr. Mitchell, of the old board, being left 
off as one of the relators necessitated the omis- 
sion from the defendants of Mr. Woodman, who 
was appointed in Mr. Mitchell’s place. 

“The old board goes out with their sidearms 
and with colors flying,” remarked ex-Judge Dit- 
tenhoefer. “If we had not insisted upon and 
Lag men our point we would have been compelled 

o dance attendance upon the new board. They 
would have been in position to prolong the con- 
test indefinitely.” 








MISS LIVINGSTONE’S OASE. 

Mary Alice Almont Livingstone, who ob- 
tained a seventy-five-thousand-dollar verdict in 
her breach of promise suit against Henry Flem- 
ing, in Brooklyn, three years ago, went to the 
Tombs yesterday morning, accompanied by her 
mother, Mrs. Bliss. She waited an hour in a pri- 
vate room before Justice Murray was ready to 
begin the examination in her suit against Lawer 
Henry R. Willis, of No. 229 Broadway, for the 
support of her second child, now 11 menths old.

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THE TRIAL OF THE SEVENTEEN 
BOYCOTTERS BEGUN. 
JURORS INTIMIDATED BY THE “ VOLKS- 
ZEITUNG,” AND ITS EDITOR TO BE IN- 

DICTED FOR CRIMINAL LIBEL. 

The delays in bringing to trial the 17 
men under indictment for boycotting Mrs. Land- 
grafeuded yesterday and the trial began. By 
continuing after hours fair headway was made, 
with every prospect of getting the case surely 
out of the way before this evening, as the court 
will open for this purpose an hour earlier than 
usual this morning. Schiller, the defendant who 
went to Baltimore last week for work, and for 
whom a bench warrant was issued, turned up of 
his own accord, so that all the men named in the 
indictment were there. During the seven hours 
that court was in session the room was always 
well filled, and part of the time crowded. When 
the men came in they filled a row of chairs 
stretching clear across the bar. Mrs. Landgraf 
sat back in the room about as far as she could 
get from the prisoners. But for the red cherries 
in her bonnet she could hardly have been picked 
out in the crowd even by those who know her. 

The process of getting a jury was a tedious one. 
Selections had to be made from the panel from 
which the juries in the Theiss cases were chosen, 
and most of them had opinions about boycotts, 
if not about the boycotters in question. Just 


after recess, while Thomas Edwards, a butcher, 
of No. 596 Third-avenue, was under examination 
to test his titness as a juror, his unwillingness to 
serve led Mr. Purdy toask him why. He said he 
was prejudiced against these men and against 
all boyeotters because of editorial articles in the 
Volkszeitung declaring a perpetual boycott upon 
the court and juries in the Theiss cases. He 
didn’t want to incur any such risks in his own 
business. A man who had served with him ona 
Theiss jury had informed him, he said, that he 
had been threatened with assassination, and 
would never serve on another jury. That was 
Mr. Edwards's feeling also—that he wanted to 
get out of it. 

“T have heard of this article,” said Judge Bar- 
rett, **and have thought about it. This is the 
tirst time that I have 37 that it might 
clog justice in this court. Yow it seems clear to 
me that the article in question has had the effect 
to intimidate jurors, thereby interfering with 
the administration of justice. I shall direct the 
District Attorney to at once proceed, against the 
paper in question.” 

“We have already taken steps todo so, your 
Honor. The people who have made those threats 
will be cared for.” ‘The way the District Attor- 
ney means to care for this offense, Col. Fellows 
added privately, was to have the editors of the 
paper indicted and tried for criminal libel.

Judge Barrett said he 
thought just the reverse. The receipts, she ex- 
plained, had fallen from $60 a day to $1, the 
self-constituted boycotters thus accomplishing, 
said Col. Fellows, what the President, Congress, 
the courts, and the army had no right todo. In 
cross-examination, Mr. Goff brought out that she 
had complained of dull business in the Winter, 
that she had offered in March, a month before 
the boycott, to sell out for $1,500; and that she 
believed she had a husband living when she mar- 
ried Mr. Landgraf. She could identify only the 
defendants Kulkenak and Lindhard as having 
distributed boycott circulars in front of her 
store. -

HAS BECOME VERY DEVOUT. 

Miguel Chacon, the condemned negro, 
who is to hang to-morrow in the Tombs, spent 
nearly the whole of yesterday in religious exer- 
cises. At8 o’clockin the morning he attended 
mass in the women’s chapel, together with about 
20 other prisoners. Father Duranquet officiated. 
Later in the day two Sisters of Mercy sat with 
him and left a crucifix, which he hung on the 
wall of his cell among the religious pictures 
which he has gathered within the past two 


weeks. Father Cardello, Pastor of the Spanish 
people in this city, sat with him two hours in 
the ufternoon, and when he came out said that 
Chacon had become very devout and was going 
to die a good Catholic. 

In response toa note sent by the young negro 
in the morning, Ramon Rubiera, editor of the 
Spanish paper, La Republica, and Secretary of 
the National Confederation of Cuban Cigar- 
makers, paid him a visit. Chacon walked the 
corridor for halfan hourin conversation with 
him. He sent farewell messages to bis tather in 
Havana, and to his uncle, Julian Lopez. He 
said he preferred that the latter, who isin the 
city, should not call on him for fear he might 
cause him to break down. He said he was pre- 
pared to die and was not afraid. 

The Deputy Sheriffs who guard Chacon look 
upon him as a model prisoner. They say he eats 
well, and is more cheerful now than when there 
was a chance for commutation. 





MORE MORMON CONVERTS. 

The steamship Nevada, of the Guion Line, 
which arrived from Liverpool yesterday, had on 
board 700 steerage passengers, 400 of whom 
were Scandinavian converts to Mormonism 
bound for Utah in charge of the usual comple- 
ment of Elders. There was one pretty girl in 
the crowd, and it became noised about Castle 
Garden that she was being taken to Utah against 
her will. All the Scandinavian missionaries 


and others who could talk with the girl tried to 
induce her not to go, but the report that she was 
an unwilling convert proved false. She bade de- 
fiance to those who had interested themselves in 
her behalf, and went away singing “I want to 
be a Mormon.” 

The case of a little Irish boy was different. An 
excited temale convert, whose brood of a dozen 
or more children had become separated, roped 
the little fellow in, and would have taken him 
along, hardly knowing her own children by sight. 
But the boy bad no intention of becoming a Mor- 
mon, and shouted lustily: “Git out wid yer; oi 
ain’t none o’ yez.” 

As it was plain from his fluent use of English 
that he was no Scandinavian lad, he was rescued, 
and soon found his own parents. 

Four of the Nevada’s steerage passengers and 
one of the stewardesses died during the passage. 
The stewardess, it was supposed, ed of seasick- 
ness, never having crossed the ocean before. The 
others were young children.

KEEPERS FAVORITH LAWYHES. 


HEARING THE CHARGES AGAINST TWO 
TOMBS OFFICIALS. 

The first hearing in the case of the 
charges made by Lawyer Frank J. Keller 
against keepers in the Tombs, who, it is averred, 
coerce prisoners in the matter of selecting coun- 
sel, came up yesterday before the Commissioners 
of Charities and Correction. Lawyer Keller was 
present, as also Owen MeNally, of No. 241 
Mulberry-street, who specifically charges Keep- 
ers McNamara and Evers with coercion. Those 
two men also appeared and Warden Finn 
dropped in to see what wasdone. Before pro- 


ceedings were begun, Mr. Keller sid that 
since a week age last Monday he had been ap-

6 refused to give, who said that if he (Keller, 
would consent not to press his charge, he woul 
be allowed all the “ privileges” of the ‘Tombs. 

MeNally’s testimony was then taken. Last 
Fall his son James was arrested for grand lar- 
ceny. The law firm of Steckler Brothers was re- 
tained, and before Recorder Smyth young Mc- 
Nally was discharged, sentence being suspended. 
Ten days later the young man was arrested for 
burglary, andin default of bail was committed 
tot > Sema. There the father called on his 
son, and on leaving the prison Keeper McNama- 
ra asked him whom he was going to employ. Mc- 
Nally told him, and said he intended Enercon his 
son in the Elmira Reformatory. McNamara as- 
serted that Steckler could not possibly do that, but 
that he (McNamara) knew a lawyer whocould. 
Keeper Evers was introduced, and together they 

ersuaded him to accept theirlawyer. That nigh

Com- 
missioner Simmons said that inasmuch as 
other people—Brady for instance—were inter- 
ested in the case, he thought it best to adjourn 
the hearing until they could be present. This 
was done, the date for the next basanies | to 
be hereafter fixed.

THE ANTI-ADMINISTRATION PARTY WIN- 
NING IN THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 

The meeting of the Municipal Council of 
the Irish National League, in Justice Kelly’s 
court room, which was called to order at 9:30 
o’clock Tuesday evening, was not concluded un- 
til 3:45 o’clock yesterday morning, and the six 
houry’ struggle resulted in the complete triumph 
of the anti-administration party.

The opposition 
went into hysterics upon this, and charged that 
the branch had been disfranchised because it 
contained a great many Germans. The adminis- 
tration retorted that the branch had never sent 
a German delegate to the floor of the council, 
whereupon the opposition, with theatrical effect, 
wipes em a German delegate from the rear of the 

all where he had been concealed. It afterward 
turned out that the useful German was not from 
Father Kesseler’s Branch at all, but from the 
Paulists’, but he served the purpose just as well. 
This tickled the opposition so much that it give 
them new heart, and by a. desperate rally of 
their forces they were able to have the verdict 
ot the committee reversed and Father Kesseler’s 
Branch declared qualified. 

The work of nominating candidates for the 
office of President of the Municipal Council for 
the ensuing year was then begun, and the strug- 
gle increased in interest. The Devoy faction, 
which issplit up into several sections, was un- 
able to unite upon a leader, and so put up a 
dummy. It placed in the field John Delany, of 
Brauch No. 139. He was nominated by James 
J. O’Gorman, of the Twenty-second Ward Branch, 
and the nomination was seconded by Dr. William 
B. Wallace. Dr. Wallace took occasion to im- 
pugn the motives of Patrick Egan, the National 

resident, and of his sympathizersin the Mun- 
icipal Councils of New-York and other cities, 
John Delahunty, a well known counselor, 
Vice-President of the Municipal Council for 
the term ag closed, and President 
of Branch o 1 of the League, was 
the candidate of the administration, and 
was placed in nomination by Patrick McCartney, 
of the Fifth Ward Branch, and his nomination 
was seconded by M.D. Gallagher. The test of the 
strength of the two sides had been made in the 
action upon the report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials, and the result of the balloting for Pres- 
ident was a foregone conclusion. Still, the tight 
was desperate and no advantage lost on either 
side for want of watchfulness or dexterity. At 
1:45 A. M. John Delany, the opposition candi- 
date, was announced elected by a vote of 72 to

ANNUAL EXCURSION OF THE TAMMANY 
SOCIETY OF THE ANNEXED DISTBICT.
